Delay Strengthens Deneen’s Forces.

Lorimer Sees Writing on Wall. 

William Lorimer saw the danger to his 
ascendency in the party in this arrangement 
and was reported as opposing the plan of 
adjourning until it could be consummated. 
He was anxious to have a roll call on the 
motion to take a recess, giving as his reasons 
that it would show the relative strength of 
the two factions in the convention, and as- 
suring his friends it would demonstrate that 
he had more votes than the published results 
of the primaries indicated. Judge Hanecy 
and Common Seaman Jamieson agreed with 
him, but his lieutenants would not follow. 
Consequently the motion to adjourn was 
carried unanimously. 


Lorimer Following Dwindles. 

It is in the defection of these lieutenants 
Lorimer sees his danger both in the state 
and the county convention. They have fol- 
lowed him in the past because he and they 
made a majority, but they will not follow 
in any forlorn hope. They ha-e no taste 
for being in the minority. It is these lieu- 
tenants, and not he, who really have the 
final disposal of the delegates credited to 
the Lorimer and Lowden column in state and 
county conventions, hnd without their con- 
sent these votes cannot be delivered at 
Springfield to Frank O. Lowden, to Con- 
gressman Warner, or to any other candidate 
Lorimer may prefer. 

If the Deneen program of recognizing all 
factions in the makeup of the county ticket 
is followed, it will be these former Lorimer 
lieutenants, and not Lorimcr himself, who 
would be consulted. The natural result 
would be a solidifying .of the party in Cook 
county on-all issues, with the Deneen forces 
in control, and a much larger vote for the 
state's attorney in the state convention than 
the figures of Friday's primary would in- 
dicate. Lorimer would be in the familiar 
position of a leader to be followed to victory 
but not to defeat. He never commanded an 
army of “ last ditchers.’’ 


Means More Deneen Strength. 

Exactly what the Cook county alignment 
at Springfield will be, as a result of the action 
or nonaction of the county convention on 
Monday, will be largely determined today 
and tomorrow. During that time the men 
who want places on the county ticket will be 
at work. Joined with them will be their 
friends and supporters. It is to the Déneen 
and not the Lorimer forces they must look 
for what they seek. So it was that the pre- 
diction was made last night that In place of 
the 337 delegates for Deneen shown by the 
primary returns from the county, the number 
would be well over 400, and it would not be 
surprising if Chicago went to Springfield 
more nearly united than in any previous 
contest. 


Busse Dominates the Convention. 

Fred A. Busse was the leading figure in 
yesterday's short meeting of the conven- 
tion. He and his friend, Senator Dan Camp- 
bell, put all the motions, and they all were 
earried unanimously. For once William Lor- 
imer was hardly in evidence. He gat with 
the Thirty-fourth ward delegation, but took 
no part. Few persons took the trouble to 
consult him. That the reins had passed out 
of his hands was evident. 

As for T. N. Jamieson, he was not even a 
delegate. 

Gov. Yates was present and had a place 
on the platform. He was accompanied by 
the faithful Col. Strong, Senator Fort, Sen- 
ator Len Small, and other friends. His ap- 
pearance in the convention was greeted by 
some applause, but it was not nearly as pro- 
nounced as when the sight of Secretary 
Magerstadt beside him indicated to the im- 
patient delegates that the convention soon 
was to be called to order and no chance or 
invitation to speak was given the governor. 


SAYS DOWIE IS CRAZY. 


Dr. D. R. Brower Thinks Elijah 
and Mrs. Eddy Paranoiacs. 


TALKS ON tWITNESS STAND. 


Testifying in Case of Michael Carran, 
Whom He Thinks Insane. 


John Alexander Dowle and Mary Baker 


| Eddy are declared to be insane by Dr. D. R. 


Brower, for ten years superintendent of the 
Virginia state asylum for the insane and for 
several years instructor in nervous diseases 
at Rush medical college. 

Dr. Brower made this statement while on 
the witness stand in Judge Honoré’s court. 
yesterday testifying as to the mental condi- 
tion of Michael Curran, who seeks to be re- 
leased ‘from the Lake Geneva sanitarium, 

Paranoiacs Can Conduct Business. 

In Curran’s: behalf it has been urged that 
until his conviction of insanity he attended 
regularly to his business, managing two sa- 
loons. Dr. Brower responded that nothing 
could be judged from that fact, as in cases 
of paranoia many persons had been known 


years after insanity seized them. | 

“Two figures of prominence in American 
life today &re insane,” said the witness. 
‘‘They are Mary Baker Eddy and Dr. John 
Alexander Dowle. Neither is responsible for 
what he or she does. In my opinion they 
are well developed cases of paranoia. 

‘*Tt igs not unusual for paranolacs to trans- 
act their business for years with success, 
Only in the enthusiasm with which they ad- 
vance their delusions do they evince their 
insanity. 

‘In the case of Dowie, he has lost his 
identity. He is no longer Dowle, but Elijah 
Il. In Mrs. Eddy’s case her insanity is 
shown by her expansive ideas of her im- 
portance in the world and as a teachér of 
religion. | 

“To students of nervous disorders versed 
in the history of paranolacal research there 
can be no doubt that both the persons I 
have mentioned are insane.” 

Mark Gray Lyon a Paranoiac. 

Dr. Brower cited the case of the late Mark 
Gray Lyon as an instance in the history of 
Chicago where an insane man conducted 
his business affairs for years. Lyon became 
noted as having attempted to kill Edwin 
Booth on the stage of a Chicago theater in 
1879 by shooting at him witha revolver from 
a gallery. Dr. Brower said Lyon later suc- 
cessfully conducted a banking business, but 
never recovered his sanity. Lyon died last 
week at Keokuk, Ia. 


Curran’s Custodian Testifies. 

Dr. W: G. Stearns, manager of the Lake 
Geuieva retreat, told of Curran’s alleged in- 
sanity. | 

‘Curran showed all the symptoms of in- 
cipient paretic dementia,” declared Dr. 
Stearns. “In addition to having a feeling 
of exhilaration and declaring himself always 
in good health, as most insane men do, Cur- 
ran sometimes walked aimlessly about. He 
was easily controlled.” 

Dr. Sidney Kuh, Dr. Sanger Brown, and 
Dr. Hugh T. Patrick will examine Curran to- 
morrow and advise Judge Honoré as to his

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BROILING LIVE LOBSTERS _ 
CAUSES GREAT STIR INLONDON 


Effort of American Restaurant Keeper 
to Introduce the Dish Rouses Many 
Humanitarians. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 7.—An American restau- 
rant keeper on the Strand a little while ago 
wishing to introduce to the British publica 
delicacy few of them know or had heard of 
placed a bill in his window announcing that 
‘** broiled live lobsters may be obtained with- 
in.”” Among the first to notice it was the 
editor of the Animals’ Friend, who hasten 
to contribute the terrible news to the world 
through the medium of the Times. He says 
in his letter: ** Not having heard of this bar- 
barity before and thinking the words might 
be merely the fancy title of some innocent 
compound, I entered and asked the mana- 
ger.” 

The humane editor, finding the lobsters 
really were broiled adds ‘‘ under the wild an- 
imals in captivity act, which can protect 
frogs and fish from overcrowding in tanks 
this wanton barbarity is illegal and should 
be stopped at once.” 

This moving epistle stirred parliament's 
machinery, and as questions were asked in 
the commons of the home secretary, he sent 
two of his myrmidons to investigate the mys- 
tery of this strange dish. : 

The result of the investigation was that 
live broiled lobster may be added to the 
British bill of fare.

SAYS IT’S POLYGAMY’S ALLY. 


Cites Statistics Showing Marriage An- 
nulments in Eight States, 


New York, May 7.—[Special.]— The sanc- 

tity of marriage and the grave dangers of 
existing laxity through the frequency of 
divorce ”’ is the subject of an appeal which 
has just been issued by the interborough 
church conference on marriage and divorce, 
which met in this city on March 23. 
_ After stating that the object of the appeal 
is to leaven the minds of men and women 
with precepts which shall lift them toward 
the recognition of the noblest dignities of 
life, the appeal continues: °' 

“First of all, we plead for the cultivation 
of grace and purity, for the careful guarding 
of children within the atmosphere of home 
by parents, for the realization of dignity 
over physical nature, lifted to such high 
honor by the incarnation. 

*‘ We plead for the recognition of the sanc- 
tity of marriage. We are facing a condi- 
tion in our country today which threatens 
danger to the most sacred things. 


Low Ideals Behind Evil. 

“ Behind the monster of polygamy, behind 
the specter of the lax divorce court, with its 
collusions, its corruptions, its contagion, 
stands the sad fact of a low ideal of mar- 
riage. 

“* Marriage isa holy thing. Children must 
be taught it. Young men and young women 
must be made to feel it. Protected in purity 
the boy and the girl, the man and the woman 
alike, must be trained to look with reverent 
eyes upon the holiness of this estate; upon 
its mysteriousness as something higher. 
deeper, and larger than can be measured or 
reached by the low ideas of convenience, of 
worldly advantage, of gratification of the 
passion, or by the light and easy estimate 
of a passing personal fancy, or the mutual 
recognition of a civil contract. 

‘What words can we find to express the 
abhorrence which ought to rise from 
righteous indignation against the present 
possibilities and existing facts of the divorce 
habit in America? 


Danger Nearer than Utah. 
“Just now polygamous Utah looms large 
and ugly to our minds, but we must look 
nearer home to realize the true condition of 
things. The proportion of divorces to mar- 
riages in 1902 in eight states reporting sta- 
tistics are as follows:

ST. PETERSBURG, May 7.—** Port Arthur 
has been cut off by the Japanese, who landed 
at Port Adams.” 

** Admiral Alexieff managed to escape from 
Port Arthur with the war money chest in a 
train just ahead of that upon which the 
Japanese fired.”’ 

These are two of the numerous items of 
news served out this morning to the people 
of this city, who have scarcely stopped rub- 
bing their eyes over them. 

People here regard as incredible the im- 
pudence of the Japanese in daring to rout 
the Russians in the néw famous three days’ 
engagement. To understand the sentiment 
prevailing here one must take into account 
the oriental side of the RuSsian character. 
The Russian has the idea that he always 
has plenty of time and need never hurry 
about anything. 


Leaves Russians Speechless. 

The rapid movements of the Japanese 
leave him speechless. They upset all his 
ideas of the fitness of things. |Gen. Kouro- 
patkin had stated that the war would begin 
in the middle of June. Here in the first 
week in May the Japanese indecently pre- 
cipitate matters. The Russians are simply 
what the French call “ paff.”’ 

Gen. Stoessel, the commander of the Rus- 
sian forces at Port Arthur, just managed to 
slip a telegram through saying that 2 ged 
thundering cheers the garrison resolved to 
defend the fort till death. 


Ammunition May Run Short. | 
The Novoe Vremya editorially tells the 
country that Port Arthur is now cut off from 
the rest of the world; adding that while 
Russia knows its defenders will do their 
duty, it is the duty of Russia to use every 
means to save the place from falling. 

It is stated there is plenty of food at Port 
Arthur. The question of ammunition Is less 
certain. 

Admirals Skrydioff and Bezabrazoff, whose 
trains were rushed along to get them to Port 
Arthur, have naturally been stopped. The 
former is of a peppery nature, and is liable 
to be highly incensed, for had he gone 
straight away, instead of coming to St. 
Petersburg, and then sent back for several 
days to Sevastopol, he might have just 
squeezed through. As it is, he got as far 
as Orel. 

May Displace Kouropatkin. 

It is stated today that Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicolaievich, second cousin of the emperor 
and a splendid looking man, a thorough sol- 
dier, and an ideal cavalry general, will go, 
to the front in full command. He is about 
six and a half feet tall, as hard asa nail,and 
just the kind of a man who is fitted to lead. 

As yet no official returns have been made 
about the losses on the Yalu. Pessimistic 
and alarmist rumors are heard on all sides, 
all leavened with the same stolid stoicism 
previously mentioned. The bourse takesthe 
bear view of fhe situation.

in the fight at Kiuliencheng last Sunday. 


JAP YALOR TOLD BY 


ADMIRAL RECOUNTS HOW PORT 
ARTHUR WAS BOTTLED UP. 
Five Steamers Salil Into the Mouth of 
the Harbor, Defying the Scathing 
Fire of the Forts and the Constantly 
Exploding Mines—All the Vessels 
Sunk at the Right Spot by the Om@- 
eers and Crews—Only Half the Men 
Are Saved. 


TOKIO, May 7, 4 p. m.—Vice Admiral 
Togo’s official recital of the latest engage- 
ment off Poft Arthur, which was received 
here today, shows that the Japanese have 
blocked the entrance to the harbor. 

On Tuesday morning, after the blockading 
flotifa had been scattered by a gale and the 
commander of the flotilla had signaled in 
vain that the attempt be abandoned pend- 
ing the moderation of the storm, the crews 
of the separate ships, in nowise daunted 
by the weather, which isoldted them from 
their companions, proceeded to the work on 
their own desperate initiative. 


Faced Deadly Russian Fire. 

They forced their way in the face of the 
Russian fire, which was more deadly than 
ever\before, as a result of the improved Rus- 
Sian defenses, over the field of mines. Many 
of these exploded, yet five out of the Japanese 


blockading ships were jammed into the inner 


channel and now prevent egress from the 
harbor to all craft excepting small boats. 
This attack exceeded all its predecessors in 
desperation, and the courage displayed by 
the volunteer crews is equal to that shown 
in any event in the war history of the world. 
Although Vice Admiral Togo again avoided 
damage to a single one of his vessels, the 
attack proved to bé expensive in lives. 


All Ships Stone Laden. 

The blockading flotilla consisted of eight 
stone laden merchantmen. They were es- 
corted by the gunboats Akagi, Commander 
Fugimonto, and Choikai, Commander lwa- 
mura; the second torpedo boat destroyer flo- 
tilla under the command of Commander Shi- 
ca; the third torpedo boat destroyer flotilla, 
Commander Tsuchiya;+the fourth flotilla, 
Commander Nagai; the fifth flotilla, Com- 
mander Mano; the ninth torpedo boat flotilla, 
Commander Yashima; the tenth torpedo 
boat flotilla, Commander Otaki, and the 
fourteenth torpedo boat flotilla, Commander 
Sakurai. 

The blockading vessels and their escort left 
the main squadron for Port Arthur Monday 
evening. They encountered.a southeasterly 
gdle, and by 11 o’clock at night the sezs wera 
mountainous, and it was found impossible 
to keep the steamers together. 


Recall Signals Not Seen. 

Commander Hayashf, who was in command 
of the expedition, observed the impossibility 
of keeping the flotilla intact and signaled it 
to abandon the attack. 

These signals were repeated until 2 o'clock 
in the morning, but they failed to reach the 
vessels of the expedition, which were swept 
apart by the tempestuous seas and proceed- 
ed separately to the mouth of the harbor. 

Upon affiving there the Mikawa Maru, one 
of the merchantmen, saw that the enemy 
was firing upon the fourteenth torpedo boat 
flotilla. The men on board the Mikawa 
Maru thought the other steamers had 
reached the harbor mouth and they steamed 
boldly in. The Mikawa Maru was followed 
closely by another of. the merchantmen, be- 
lieved to be the Sakura Maru. 

The Russians had fires burning at the 


mouth of the harbor, and they used also 


many powerful searchlights on the invading 
Japanese vessels. They poured an incessant 
fire into the channel. 


Jammed Into the Harbor. 

Lieut. Sosa, who was in command of the 
Mikawa Maru, unhesitatingly forced his ship 
into the channel, rammed his way through 
the booms, and reached the center of the 
inner entrance. Here he anchored his vessel 
and then blew it up. It sank immediately. 

Another steamer, supposed to be the Sakura 
Maru, then came to anchor near a projecting 
rock at the mouth of the harbor and sank. 
Following the Sakura Maru came the Tot- 
moia, Tchido Maru, and Otaru Maru, the 
Sagami Maru, and Aikoku Maru, and the 
Asagawo Maru. These six steamers ad- 
vanced to the mouth of the harbor. 

The Russian fire now became highly ef- 
fective, while a number of sunken mines 
which were struck by the steamers began to 
explode. These explosions caused heavy 
casualties among the Japanese on board the 
blockading vessels. The Totmoia collided 
with a boom. This turned its stem to the 
eastward and it sank athwart the passage, 
blocking nearly one-half of the entrance to 
the harbor.

Maru, or the Asagawho Maru. It is to be 
regretted that nothing particular could be 
learned concerning their brave discharge of 
their duties, but the memory of their ex- 
emplary conduct will remain long in the 
imperial navy. 

“The destroyer and the torpedo boat flo- 
tillas} besides resisting tlie enemy, bravely 
fought against wind and waves. - The tor- 


pedo. boat flotilla approached close to the 
‘mouth of the harbor and rescued more than 


half the men. 


Damage to Torpedo Boats. 

“Torpedo boat No. 67 had a steam pipe 
broken by a shell and was disabled, but a 
consort, torpedo No. 70, went to its assistance 
and towed it away. Three of the crew of No. 
67 were wounded. 

“The destroyer Actaka had its larboard 
engine damaged by a shell and one sailor on 
board it was killed. One sailor on board 
the Hayabusa was killed by a shell. 

“The third detachment, Rear Admiral 
Dewa commanding, reached Port Arthur at 
6 o’clock Tuesday morning. The first de- 
tachment,- under Vice Admiral Togo, and 
Rear Admiral Nashiha, second in command, 
arrived off Port Arthur at 9 in the morning 
for the purpose of protecting the destroyers 
and the torpedo boat flotillas and to search 
for the crews of the sunken merchantmen, 
The vessels of these detachments remained 
until 4 o’clock of Tuesday afternoon, but 
their search was fruitless. The day was 
foggy and it was impossible to observe the 
condition of the enemy. 

‘The detachments then returned to their 
base, and since the morning of May 4 they 
have been engaged in other operations.”

Dismay et St. Petersburg.

LONDON, May 7.—A correspondent in a 
letter mailed from St. Petersburg declares 
the Russian ministers are completely dis- 
mayed on the evidence of Japanese ability 
to sustain a stubborn attack over succes- 
sive days and nights and to press on despite 
their losses. The belief that the Japanese 
were only equal to rush attacks, where the 
probability of their own losses would be alg 
most nil, was the basis for the Russian gen- 
eral staff calculations which the ministers 
reéchoed. At present the government is ab- 
solutely at a loss to know\what to do except 
to keep the country quiet. The slackness of 
manufactures increases the number of un- 
employed. The neces#ity of finding employ- 
ment for these is an important fact in the 
loan question. 


Work for Unemployed. 

At the beginning of the war the czar 
countermanded all public works, in order to 
divert the money into the war chest. - The 
ministers have seen the danger in this econ- 
omy and contractors engaged in public works 
have been asked to prepare to resume. The 
council sees that to reduce the wages paid 
the industrial population will be dangerous, 
while keeping the workmen in employment 
under the government might stifle disaffec- 
tion.

The papers the government has issued this 
is practically nil, the dalai lama having dis- 
regarded even a personal missive from the 
emperor directing his representative, or 
amban, to proceed to meet the British com- 
mission. A change of amban effected noth- 
ing, and the dalai lama absolutely refused 
to send his own representative or allow the 
Chinese the necessary means of going. 

The result probably will be further butch- 
ery of the practically unarmed Tibetans till 
Col. Younghusband meets and discusses mat- 
ters with the dalai lama himself in Lhassa.

LOSES POWER IN COMMITTEE FOR 
COUNTY, ORGANIZED S00N. 
Sixth Ward Man Cannot Follow His 
Custom of Naming Member—Chair- 
man Conway Retired—Leaders Se- 
lect James Reddick as Candidate 
for Head of Body When Fred Busse 
Declines to Serve—Latter Prefers

While the fight for delegates resulted in a 
pronounced victory over Lorimer and Jamle- 
son domination there will be few changes in 
the personnel of the county committee. 

William Lorimer will retain his seat, but

In examining the two coins and also the 
plate of illustrations in the dictionary it 
was found that we had used for reproduction 
the smaller and lighter colored one.

[I concluded that 
the light one was the genuine widow's mite, 
for I remembered that we had sent both to 
the curator of the Philadelphia mint, who 
was an expert on ancient coins, and had 
asked him kindly to let us know which of 
the two was genuine. I instructed Mr. B. F. 
Funk, business manager of the dictionary 
department, to follow the information of this 
expert In making the coin plate, and up to the 
time of this interview with the control I had 
thought’ that this instruction had been car- 
ried out. 

Goes Again to Seance. 


‘The following Wednesday evening I at- 
tended this same Brooklyn-cirole.

I asked him 
whether he could tell me from whom I had 
received it. He said that it belonged to 
some friend of Mr. Beecher’s. I wished to 
know what friend, if he could not give me 
the name. He said that he could not, but 
that he was shown a picture of a college, 
that he did not know what this meant un- 
less that this man had been connected with 
a large school.

The Owner Discovered. 


This information about the owner of “ The 
Widow's Mite’’ was all correct as far as.it 
went, for the gentleman from whom I had 
got it was Prof. Charles E. West, who was, 
at the time that I had borrowed the coin 
and had been for many years, at the head of 
a ladies’ high school on the Brooklyn 
Heights. But the curious thing was that 
so much could be told of the detaijs and yet 
thé name of the owner of the coin could not 
be given, nor could I be told with any cer- 
tainty where Mr. Beecher aesired the coin 
to be sent. The answer to my repeated 
questions on these two points was at this 
sitting and two future sittings: “I cafinot 
tell you; I do not know; for some reason Mr. 
Beecher does not tel].”’ 

At a-circle with another medium the fol- 
lowing week I asked these same two ques- 
tions of Mr. Beecher, who was said to be 
present. I was told by the control that Mr. 
Beecher said that he was not concerned 
about the return of the coin; what he was 
concerned about was to give me a test that 
wonld prove the certainty of communica- 
tion between the two worlds, and since that 
has been accomplished in my finding the 
coin he cared nothing further about it. In 
the conversation at this second circle I had 
spoken of the finding of a coin through an- 
other medium. This clew vitiated the evi- 
dential value of this later ,interview as a 
test. 

After receiving the surprising answer from 
the control, George, that it was ‘‘ the black 
coin” which was the correct one, I sent 
both; coins again. to the Philadelphia mint, 
without giving them any indication or clew 
of what had taken place, simply requesting 
to know which of the two coins was the 
genuine Widow's Mite.’’ The reply that 
came back was as follows:

Our best authority on Jewish coinage is the 
book by Frederic"W. Madden, M. R. 8.

The time of 
this king is given as that of’ Alexander 
Jannzeus as 105 B. C. to B. C. 78. 

*‘ The second and smaller piece is evidently 
a copy, made ata comparatively recent date, 
of a coin representing a later date than 
the first piece, the obverse of which is filled 
with Jewish characters representing, when 


' translated, ‘Jonathan the high priest and 


the confederation of the Jews,’ written 
within a wreath of laurel or olive. The re- 
verse has two cornucopias and a poppy 
head with a dotted circle, and its time not 
later than 78 B.C. ALBERT A. NorRIs, 
Acting Superintendent.’’ 

It was the second and smaller coin that 

we had used by mistake in the dictionary; 


that we should have used, and which we 

have ordered on the above information to be 
substituted in the dictionary plate in the next 

edition. 

The envelope containing the two coins 
when found was sealed, and on it were writ- 
ten these words: 

“Mr. Raymond: The widow's mite—please 
put in vault for safekeeping. Value $125.

“This enelope contains two widow’s mites 
—shekel, half shekel, and denarius.”’ 

Nothing else was written on the envelope, 
but in the preface to the distionary there is 
this statement, speaking of the illustrations: 
“The Widow's Mite (which was engraved 
from an excellent original coin in the posses- 
sion of Prof. Charles West of Brooklyn, 
N. Y.).”” Unfortunately, few people read 
the preface to a dictionary. ~

Conclusions Drawn from Facts. 


Mr. West assures me that no other mem- 
bers of his father’s family knew of the loan 
of this coin or of its absence from its place 
in the collection. . 

1. I believed the coin had been returned. 
This was not a case of forgetfulness, as my 
belief was based on the natural thought that 
my instructions for its return had been car- 
ried out. 

2. Mr. B. F. Funk’s belief that the coin had 
been returned was also not a case of for- 
getfulness, as he, too, believed that his In- 
structions had been obeyed. 

3. Mr. Raymond's (the cashier’s) belief 
was a case of forgetfulness. He intended to 
return it, but forgot to do so. 

4. Neither of the assistant ca&hiers knew 
anything about the coin.

11. Both Mr. B. F, Funk and myself be- 
Heved that we had used the West coin in the 
making of the dictionary plate, and we had 
no thought or suggestion from any source 
to the contrary until the information came 
through the spirit control that the correct 
coin—the black coin—was the one we had not 
used, and then we were sure that the spirit 
control was in error. We did not yield this 
point until after we had received the above 
mentioned letter from the Philadelphia mint. 

12. No talk or question, not a word, led up 
to the direct inquiry from the contre] about 
the coin, and this is true also as to the ques- 
tions and answers as given which made men- 
tion of the black coin as the one ta be re- 
turned. 

18. All efforts failed to secure from the 
spirit.control on three succeeding evenings 
the name of the person from whom the coin 
was borrowed and the name of the person 
to whom it was to be returne‘4. 


Theory of Fraud. 


The difficulties this theory meets: 

1. The medium is an elderly lady, 68 years 
of age, against whose simple honesty I have 

heard a whisper, although careful in- 
iry has been made of those who have 
known her for many years. I have now 
visited her house something like twelve 
times,* and have watched her carefully— 
even when she has been under severe stress. 
My judgment of her isfavorable. She seems 
wholly artless, simple minded, tender 
hearted, and ideally truthful. As my experi- 
ence is that mediums often degenerate mor- 
ally, I would not vouch for the future truth- 
fulness of any medium. . 

2. The medium up to the date of this writ- 
ing, March, 1908, receives no money na her 


sittings, and insists that her name s not 
be given by me in connection with th sit- 
tings,as she does not wish any increase in the 
attendance; so it seems reasonable to ex- 
clude as motives those of gain and notoriety. 

8. The owner did not know that the coin 
was missing from the collection, and those 
who had access to the safe In which the coin 
was most solemnly declare that they had 
not thought of the coin for years. Had there 
been a desire on the part of any one to com- 
mit fraud, it does not appear that there 
Was opportunity to do so. 

After an exhaustive investigation of all 
possible trick or fraud, it seems to me that 
this theory is eliminated. 

It may not be amiss to say here 
that for years I was editor in chief of 
a journal that made its mark as a fighting

think no one will deny that in that capacity 
I gained considerable reputation as an expert 
in unearthing frauds. 


New Difficulties Arise. 


The difficulties this theory meets: 

1. “The Widow's Mite” is a rare coin; 
there are but few of what are known as 
** originals ’’’ in existence; not one man in 
ten millions has one in his possession, and 
the great probabilities are that I was the 
only man out of the sixteen hundred fhillions 
on the earth who had borrowed one and 
failed to return it. 

2. The naming by the control of Mr. 
Beecher as one interested in the coin’s re- 
turn—a man who was a close friend of Prof. 
West, from whom it was borrowed. 

8. The pointing out of ite location in a 
“drawer” “under a lot of papers” ina 
* large iron safe.’’ This guess might logical- 
ly have followed the first, for if it were 
known that I had the coin, it was likely, 
since the coin was valuable, that I would 
have kept it for safekeeping in just sucha 


»y place. This reasoning, however, would have 


required a fairly shrewd business training, 
while the medium is an elderly lady who has 
had no training in business methods. 

4. The designation as the right coin that

5. The correct designation of the owner as 
one who had been connected with “ a ladies’ 
school™ the Heights" “ in Brooklyn.” 


, Points in Favor of Theory. 


The points that favor this explanation: 

. It was in the memory of Mr. West, my- 

self, the head cashier, and Mr. B. F. Funk 
that the coin had been borrowed. 

2. It is possible that it was in the subcon- 
scious memory of the cashier, Raymond, 
that he had not returned it. 

3. It may have been in the subconscious 
memory of the assistant cashiers that they 
had seen in the safe the envelope with the 


inscription on it: “ This envelope contains 


two widow's mites.”’ 

B. The difficulties this theory meets: 

1. My memory was that I had ordered the 
coin returned, and I had never known the 
contrary; that I believed the coin had been 
returned, and I was the only one present at 
the sitting who could have known that the 
coin had not been returned; hence in what 
possible way could the facts have been in 
the subconscious memory of any one pres- 
ent? 
2. Had the medium’s subconscious mind 
discovered, among the millions of things 
written on my subconscious memory, the 
fact that I had once borrowed such a coin, it 
remains to be explained how she knew that 
I had not returned it. My subconscious mem- 
ory bore testimony to just the opposite. 

3. There is no probability that the medium 
had ever met the cashier, the only man on 
whose subconscious memory could have been 
an impression that this coin had been bor- 
rowed and had not been returned. How 
could she have picked him out from the 
millions of other men in the city of New 
York? Had she succeeded in thus picking 
him out, then she would still have had the 
farther task before her of finding out from 
the millions of impressions on his memory 
this inscription about “ The Widow's Mite.” 


Attitude of Prof. West. 


A. The points that favor this explanation: 

1. Prof. West’s well known deep interest 
in his coin collection, and the friendship be- 
tween him and Mr. Beecher in earth life, and 
the presumption that this friendship has con- 
tinued in spirit life. 

2. If the professor was interested in the 
return of the coin, it is likely that he would 
have remembered that I had it, and would 
have deemed it probable that it would be 
found in my safe; then, by clairvoyance, he 
could have thus located it, and then the rest 
could have followed. 

8. If .communication between the spirit 
world and this world is pospible and desired 
by spirits, it is quite likely Mr. Beecher would 
have been willing to have helped to turn this 
matter into such a proof of intercommunica- 
tion between the two worlds as would arouse 
wide attention. 

B. Difficulties this theory meets: 

1. Why did not Prof. West speak of this 
matter himself, or, if he was not able to con- 
trol the medium, why did not Mr. Beecher 
so speak? He, I am told, has in the past 
spoken through this medium. 

2. Why was not the test completed by 
giving the name of the persom from whom 
the coin had been borrowed, and of the per- 
son to whom the coin was to be returned? 

8. If Mr. Beecher was desirous of giving 
a test proof that actual communications are 
taking place between the spirit world and 
this, why did he not choose to communicate 
something far more worth while? It would 
not be difficult to think of a thousand things 
concerning any one of which the world would 
have listened with strained attention to Mr. 
Beecher, and could have just as certainly 
recognized that his knowledge on these high- 
er themes was beyond the knowledge cur- 
rent upon earth. | I, K. Funx.

If the delegates ta.the democratic national 
convention could” only reach St. Louis by 
way of Albany or Kingston, and have an 
interview of. ten minutes each with Judge 
Parker his nomination would be assured by 
an overwhelming majority. 

Unknown he certainly is in the broad field 
of national politics, but not unknown in New 
York state, and is far from unknowable.

Will Not Talk on Politics. 


Talk on politics he will not. It seems 
a silly platitude to say she is not seeking 
the nomination for the presidency, and yet 
I believe this to be absolutely true. Of 
course he would be glad to receive such an 
honor, as any other good American citizen 
would be, but he has a remarkable concep- 
tion of the dignity of his judicial office. He 
literally has no personal national organiza 
tion whatsoever. His political fortunes are 
for the present in the hands of David B. Hill 
and yet the two men rarely see each other. 
There is not in Albany or anywhere else any 
centrai ofganization which is directing the 
fight for Judge Parker in other states. New 
York instructed its delegates so as to notify 
the rest of the country of the identity of the 
Empire state candidate. Having done this, 
the active energy of the Parker boom ceased. 

Letters are received here by Senator Hill 
and at the rooms of the democratic state 
central committee visitors from other states 
drop in on Hill and on Judge Parker and go 
back home to make their report, but there is 
no central impulse directed from Albany to 
secure delegates from the other states, 

If there is a Parker sentiment in Indiana, 
in Georgia, in Tennessee, or in California, it 
has grown up owing to the moral effect of 
the New York convention and not to any 
active work of a national Parker organiza- 
tion, for such a thing does not exist. 


Has High Idea bf Official Dignity. 


This fact explains the silence of Judge 
Parker. This silence is not born of timidity 
or indifference to current public opinion. The 
chief judge of the Court of Appeals is a 
newspaper reader, a man of unusually clear 
perceptive faculties, a thinker, a student, 
and, above all, a countryman who has been 
accustomed to express his opini with ex- 
cessive freedom. He has resolved, however, 
that so long as he remains on the bench he 
will not publicly participate in any political 
discussion, and he will not publicly do any- 
thing to influence the people of other states 
to vote for him for any political office. If it 


most freedom and would have something to 
say, too. In fact, until he came to be men- 
tioned for the presidency, a year_or 80 ago, 
there was no padlock on Judge Parker's 
tongue. His silence is not evasion, but con- 
cession to his strongly conceived idea of the 
proprieties of his present position. This 
silence, perhaps, is an indication of the 
strength of character he possesses. Few 
men with the presidency so close before 
them, and with a persistent demand from 
their own party, could restrain the desire to 
make a simple statement or a declaration of 
principles. 

No one who talks with Judge Parker, who 
listens to his clearly expressed views on 
legal questions, on childhood problems, on 
the choice of professions, on farm manage- 
ment, and all the current nonpolitical topics, 
can doubt that he is equally well equipped 
and has equally strong views on politics and 
all important public issues. This is no her- 
mit, no recluse, no mere student, but a 
strong. well equipped lawyer at home in a 
good hotel, presiding with dignity in the 
highest court of the greatest state in the 
union, living his life meanwhiles down at 
Esopus overlooking the Hudson, directing 
his farm, managing his choice cattle, and 
at other times studying the deepest legal 
‘probiems, surrounded by one of the best pri- 
vate law libraries in the United States.

good president. 

Judge Parker in many ways reminds me of 
“Dave” Francis of St. Louis. What a 
team they would make and why might not it 
be? It:is a secret just beginning to be 
whispered that the democratic leaders have 
already accepted Parker, but are all at sea 
as to how to complete the ticket. Why not 
Parker and Francis?

witnessed the death of the girl. They were 
near the lake shore when they saw her walk- 
ing toward the shore. She did not appear to 
notice them and walked slowly, directly to- 
ward a small pier on the shore near the 
water's edge. 

The men watched her closely, and when 
they saw her walk into the water they sprang 
forward, but were too jJate to reach her be- 
fore she was submerged. She walked several 
feet into the lake, when she suddenly raised 
her hands above her head and disappeared 
beneath the surface. 

Erentzer and Meissner jumped into the 
water and quickly dragged the,unconscious 
person to the shore. Dr. McLane of Pullman 
was summoned and arrived after the young 
woman had been taken into Meissner’s house. 
The physician worked for more than an hour 
without causing the slightest indications of 
returning conscloysness. 

The Kensingtont police took the’ body to 
undertaking rooms at 2458 Kensington ave- 
nue, where examination of her clothing 
showed no clew to the victim's identity. In 
the evening, however, friends identified the 
body. The girl was the daughter of John J. 
Aregood. 11407 Curtis avenue, superintendent 
of the Riverdale brickyards. Her sister, 
Louise, 18 years old, was buried last Tues- 
day, and the younger daughter was despond- 
ent over the death.

For eighteen years Mr. McNally had been 
a member of the Chicago winter colony at 
Pasadena, where his residence, grounds, and.

As usual, his last winter was passed 
there. 


His illness came on without clear warning, 
and until late in the afternoon yesterdey it 
was his intention to leave for Chicago on the 
Santa Hé limited, which left Pasadena early 
inf the evening:

Heart failure was the direct cause of death, 
whick came at 6:30 o'clock.

Mr, McNally always was a lover of birds, 
and when he began to spend four months 
éach year in California he encouraged native 
birds to nest in his extensive grounds. 3 

Seon he secured English goldfinchea, Jap- 
anese robins, Java sparrows, and song- 
sters of other species, filling a great aviary 
with them. As they increased he released 
the. young birds, declaring it his intention 
to “ fill southern California with songsters.” 

Thus he liberated hundreds of birds, and 
shortly before@his death hesaid: 

“JT hope that long after I have passed to 
other regions the birds I am now trying to 
introduce into southern California—or their 
descendants—will be flying and singing about 
there. And to have added a little — of 
joy and beauty to the land of one’s living, 
this is worth a little effort, to be sure.”’ 

Mr. McNally is survived by his widow, 
three daughters, and one son. The family’s 
Chicago residence is at 824 North Park aye 
nue.

In mexing his report the statistician adopt- 
ed the method pursued by all leading author- 
ities of the world, and in comparing prices 
for 1908 with former years he reduces the 
price of the preceding thirteen yeara to the 
average price for that period He places 
this average price always at 100. The dif- 
ference between 100 showa the decrease or 
increase in cost for 1903. 


All Commodities Higher. 

The first table shows the average relative 
prices of all commodities higher in 1903 than 
at any time since and including 1890, Farm 
products reached the lowest average in 1800 
and the highest in 1002. Cloths and clothing 
were the lowest in 1897 and the highest in 
1890. Fuel and lighting were the lowest in 
1894 and the highest in 1908. Metals and im- 
plements were the lowest in 1898 and the 
highest in 1900. Lumber and building ma- 
terials were the lowest in 1897 and the highest 
in 1893. 

Raw commodities and manufactured com- 
modities have been separated for further 
examination. In the group designated as 
“raw” are included all farm products, 
beans, cdffee, eggs, milk, rice, nutmegs, pep- 
per, tea, vegetables, raw silk, wool, coal, 
ernde petroleum, copper ingots, pig lead, pig 
iron, bar silver, spelter, pig tin, brimstone, 
jute, and rubber, a total of fifty articles. 
The average price of all these commodities 
during January and February 19038 was 33 
per cent above the average price the preced-. 
ing ten years. The average price for the 
year was 22.7 per cent higher than for the 
same period the preceding years. 
‘Manufactured commodities have advanced 
to a level only exceeded in the year 1890. 

They are higher by 21.5 per cent than in 
1897, by 11 per cent than in 1899, and abou 
1 per cent higher than in 1892. - 


Increase in Farm Products. : 

Statistics show a decrease in the price of 
beef from 1902, but the relative price com- 
pared to the period since 1890 shows an in- 
crease in cattle of 4.7 per cent.

Of seventy articles of clothing, the prices 
of fifty-six for 1908 are higher than the 
average price for the preceding period since 
1890. Inereases ranged from 3 per cent for 
ginghams to 20.8 per cent for sheetings. 
Women’s dress goods were 14.8 per cent 
higher; overcoatings, 17.3 per cent higher; 
| and blankets, 17.9 per cent higher. 

The table on fuel and lighting shows an 
astonishing increase in cost to the consumer 
during 1903 over the average price the pre- 
ceding ten years.

Of nine articles included in the group of 
drug chemicals only one—wood alcohol— 
shows in 1903 a price lower than the average 
price for 1890 to 1899. 

Of fourteen articles in the group of house- 
furnishing goods the 1903 price of twelve is 
above the average price for 1890 to 1899. 
The price of only two was below. 

Of thirteen articles included in the miscel- 
laneous group the prices of only two were in 
1903 below the average price from 1890 to 


1899. 

It having been asserted for the great trusts 
that control:of a large percentage of the 
market and ability to manufacture cheaply 
gave the publi cthe benefit of cheap commod- 
ities, the figures now made public about the 
price of petroleum and refined sugar will be 
interesting. Attention already has been 
called to the figures on petroleum which in- 
dicated that the price was mounting in No- 
vember and December, 1903, when the report

Further examination shows the lowest 
price of the refined product of the Standard 
Oil company, 150 degrees fire test, water 
white, in March, 1898, was 7% cents a gallon— 
and the highest in November and December, 
1908—15 cents a gallon.

tos Angeles, Cal., May 7.—(Special. }—It 
we with what interest the amusement 
jon is regarded when two standing com- 
ttees contend openly on the floor of the 
general Methodist conference for the privi- 
jege of reporting on it. That was what was 
done today. On previous general confer- 
ences the matter was dealt with by the com- 
mittee on the state of the church. At this 
conference the right to consider it wag 
claimed by the committee on revivals, of 
which President Little of Garrett Biblical 
institute is chairman. The matter by vote 
was referred to the committee on state of 
the church. Such a contest is unprecedent- 
ed. It maye be taken as an indication of the 
interest felt on what one of the debaters 
eharacterized as one of the most important 
yestions to come before the conference. 
Another exceptional feature of the session 
was the presentation of a resolution asking 
that the name of the late President McKin-

are’to be read. Mr. McKinley was never a 
member of the general conference nor was 
he ever a member of any of the benevolent 
beards, but the conference manifestly took 
pleasure in paying this exceptional tribute 
to an exceptional man, and the resolution 
was adopted without debate. The resolution

Sentiment Is Crystallizing.

MAYOR OF JOLIET 
IS UNDER FIRE, 


Executive and Police Are In- 
dicted on Charges of Crim- 
inal Conspiracy, 


CLAIM IT IS SPITE WORK. 


Grand Jury’s Action Follows Ar- 
rest of Italians During 
City Election. | 


Joliet, May 17.—[Special.]—Mayor 
William C. Crolius of this city, one of the 
leading candidates for the democratic nomi- 
nation-for governor, was indicted by the 
grand jury which adjourned today on a 
charge of criminal conspiracy. Indictments 
also were returned against Patrol Sergeant 
Willlam Bell,. Policemen Michael Diamond 
and Frank Dandrea, and against Angelo 
Libertafore, who until recently was a mem- 
ber of the Joliet fire department. 

The charges against the mayor and his 
officers grew out of troubles at the recent 
city election, when a large number of Ital- 
ians who.had been naturalized by the repub- 
licans attempted to vote at the First pre- 
cinct of the First ward. 3 


Illegal Voting Charged. 

Mayor Crolius and a large force of city 
employés were on hand when the polls 
opened in that ward on Tuesday, April 1S, 
and within a half hour they had arrested N. 
Lorenzo, the Italian challenger for the re- 
publicans, and several others of that na- 
tionality on the charge of illegal voting or 
swearing in illegal voters. These men were 
hauled to the police station and locked up 
The bridewell keeper disappeared with the 
keys, and it was several hours before the 
sheriff with a writ of habeas corpus could 
get the arrested men out on bail. The bride- ° 
well keeper had hid in the cellar. 


R Accused Italians Discharged. 

The: republicans claimed that this action 
on the part of the police under the direction 
of the mayor resulted in scaring off many 
legal. his pes who had received their papers 
and wer entitled to vote. At the prelimi- 
nary hearings the men charged with illegal 
voting produced their papers, and after hear- 
ing the evidence they were discharged. That 
was generally supposed to have ended the 
trouble until the grand jury made its report 
today. 

There are six counts in the indictments, 
and conspiracy under the common law is 
charged. This is punishabl& by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not more than 
five years or a fine of $6,000 or both. 


Mayor Alleges Spitework. 

“It is just a case of sore losers.”’ said the 
mayor today. “I want to s:y that the ac- 
tion of the grand jury toward me was an 
outrage, and they denied me the rights due 
to every American citizen. I had evidence 
to prove certain parties guilty on the charges 
of illegal voting, perjury in swearing in {1- 
legal votes, and soliciting votes Within the 
hundred foot limit. 

“It is a disgrace that I was not allowed to 
present this evidence. There isn't any 


chance, apparently. to get justice here.”’

Miller of Dallas. She is living in retirement 
with her parents. 


CAN’T AGREE ON WAGE SCALE. 


Conference of Masters and Pilots with 
Lake Carriers Fails—Lumber 
Carriers’ Schedule. 


Cleveland, O., May 7.—After reaching an 
agreement on all other points, the masters 
and pilots and the lake carriers today 
split on the question of wages, and the con- 
ference adjourned without+« any arrange- 
ments being made for another meeting.

*T thought I knew my business as a labor 
missionary and organizer,’’ continued Ire- 
land, ‘“‘ and Iam not yet convinced that I do 
not. But 7 see. that a man has to havea 
fair show. 


Church end Union Do Not Mix. 

“When I arrived in the®*city Evangelist 
Sunday's crusade was already attracting 
much attention. And, in my little wisdom, 
I fancied the’ time was rine.for my union 
crusade. The religious wStker was preach- 
ing the golden rule ahd. telling his 
listeners to help their weaker brothers, and 
it struck me that people would be unusually 
receptive to my pleas far the workers. 

“So I asked the uni leaders to see me 
to arrange for a massmeeting of the or- 
ganized workers. Féur men responded to 
my summons where there should have been. 
a dozien. I asked what the matter was. 

“* The rest of the fellows have to goto the 
revival tonight,’ was the answer. ‘We 
ought to be there, too, but we were excused 
when we said we had urgent business.

IN BOILER ROOMS 


LIKE SANITARIUMS, SAYS THE 
FIREMEN’S SECRETARY. 


; 
William Fisher Declares That Out of 
3,000 Grimy Men Working in the 
Dark, Hot Basements Only Four Are 


Ill and the Préportion Is Normal— 


Produces Figures to Prove Assertion 
That Fresh Air and Light Are Not 
Essential. 


Seekers after health, it-is the belfef of 
Secretary William Fisher of the stationary 
firemen’s union, have been going astray. 
While they have been casting longing eyes 


west, Fisher declares they should have been 
investigating the firerooms of the steam 
plants of the city. ‘ 

The secretary has figures to back his asser- 
tion that the open air is not essential to 
strength and health. By his reckoning the 
real sanitariums are to be found in the heat 
of the furnace, in the coal dust, and in the 
dim light relieved by the glare of the fires and 
the swinging electric lamps. 


Produces Figures in Evidence. 

“T have the data to show that the fire- 
man’s work is as good for the health as 
anything a man can tackle,” gaid Fisher, 
“There is not a craft in the city which can 


show such a large proportion of sound, 
sturdy men’as ours. Of the 3,000 members 
there are now four who are ill, and that is 
the normal proportion. 

“ This lh to upset the theortes of tho 
medical men. Nearly every one is mistaken. 
When they get a glimpse into the dark hot 
furnace rooms and see the men toiling thero. 
in the dirt it does not appear nice, and they 


wrecks physically. If I didn’t know the 
truth myself I would think so, too. 

‘‘ A short time ago the union started a sick 
benefit association among its members. The 
dues were put at 15 cents a month, and we 
agreed to pay $5 a week for thirteen weeks 
to all contributors. That was how we first 
learned what a healthy lot we were. Some 
of the fellows believed the thing would go to 
pieces. 

Fears Prove to Be Groundless. 

“*Our work is so dangerous and so many 
of us are laid up all the time,’ the men said, 
‘that we won't have half enough money to 
pay the benefits. And if the dues are high 
enough to carry the thing they will be so 
high the men will not stand them.’ 

“ These fears proved groundless. Instead 
of the big sick list which had frightened some 
away, we had trouble finding any illness. If 
there is any trouble with us we are too 
healthy.

10 BRICK TRUST. 


Walkout of Labahn. Company 
Employes Declared Spite- 
of Combine. 


BIG PLANT IS TIED UP. 


Union Officials Declared to Have 
Violated Agreement by 
Their Action. 


A tieup of the yards of the Labahn Brick 
compeny at Lansing, Ill, said to be the larg- 
est independent brick concern in the state, 
has resulted from a strike of the teamsters 
and brickmakers. John F. Labahn, its presi- 
dent, claimed yesterday that the trouble was 
due to his refusal to enter a working agree- 
ment with the Illinois Brick company, known 
as the trust, to keep up the prices. 

The price of brick, Labahn asserts, bas 
been boosted gradually by the trust from 
$4.50 a thousand in December to $8 a thou- 
sand at present, though the Labahn com- 
pany refused to raise the price above $7. 

“The Iiinole Briek compeny arranged a 
working agreement with the American Brick 
company and the Chicago Brick company 
recently to hold up prices,” said Mr. Labahn., 
“ They asked me to join in such an agree- 
ment, and when I refused they wanted me 
to sell out to them. As I'would not consent 
to either proposition they made threats of 
what would happen to me. Their first move 
was to decline to sell brick to contractors 
who were buying from me. If one of my 
customers ran short a thousand brick or so 
and telephoned to the trust for such a con- 
signment they would not teke his order. 

‘Although I have agreements with the 
teamsters and the brickmakers running until 


put in Chicago were called out on Wednes- 
day by Business Agent MeMahon of local 
No. 716 without notiee and for no apparent 
grievance. Their agreement, moreover, pro- 
vides that al] differences must be arbitrated, 
and that the men shall continue at work 
pending a decision. 

“On Friday President Charles Hank of 
the National Brickmakers’ union went out 
to Lansing from Chicago and called out the 
eighty brickmakers without the men knowing 
why they were ordered on strike. Their 
agreement calls for arbitration and for the 
reference of any objection as to the maximum 
size of brick to the foreman and then the 
general superintendent of the yards before 
the work of the men is interfered with.

President Charles Hank of the brickmak- 
ers was not at his office, 151 Washington 
street, yesterday afternoon. M. J. Deutsch 
said he understood the strike was called be- 
cause of the size of brick manufactured. 

William Schlake, secretary of the Illinois 
Brick company, said that he knew nothing 
of the alleged working agreements with 
other concerns. As to the difference in the 
price of brick between the Illinols company 
and the Labahn concern,\he said that any 
one was at liberty to ask the price he wanted 
for his own product. He explained the re- 
fusal to supply Labahn's customers by say- 
ing that the Illinois company looked after its 
own patrons first. He said he was not 
posted’ on the labor troubles at the Labahr 
plant. .

YALE TEAM BEATS PRINCETON. 


Captures Third Dual Meet by the Score 
of 77 to 27—New Pole Vault Rec- 
ord of 12 Feet Made. 


New Conn., May 7.—[Special.j— 
Yale defeated Princeton this afternoon in 
the third track meet of the two colleges by 
the score of 77 to 27. Over 1,500 people were 
present at the games. A high wind pre- 
vailed, and no records made were allowed. 
After the pole vault Ward McLanahan 
cleared the bar in an exhibition at exactly 
12 feet, breaking the world’s record of 11 
feet 10% inches, made in 1898 in Chicago by 
Raymond G. Clapp of the Yale class of 1899 
of 11 feet 10% inches.

Steffen of North Division had no trouble 
in winning the high hurdles in spite of his 
injured ankle, which kept him from com- 
peting in any other events.

CHAMPAIGN T0 BE MECCA 


ILLINOIS INTERSCHOLASTIC WILL 
ATTRACT HIGH SCHOOLS. 


State Meet for “Prep” Students Will 
: Be Held Next Saturday—Collegians r 


Make Elaborate Preparations, for 
Entertaining Visitors—Program Is 
Elaborate, Including Varsity Track 
Contest with Purdue and Two Base- 
ball Games, 


Champaign will be the playground next 
Friday and Saturday for all Illinois high 
school students who claim to have ability 
in the athletic line. The occasion will be 
the annual state interscholastic meet given 
under the auspices of the state university in 
order to attract the coming college stars to 
that institution. 

The college men will do everything in their 
power to convince the young athletes that 
Illinois fs the best place in the world to go 
to school, and if they are as successful this 
year as they have been in the past many of 
the visitors will return to Champaign again 
next fall to enter as freshmen. 

Every town in the state aspires to win the 
annual meet, and delegations with all sorts 
of false hopes will begin to troop into Cham- 
paign on Thursday. Friday they will swarm 
in and on Saturday the stragglers and box 
car riders will arrive just in time for the 
meet. Friday at 1 o'clock there will be a 
dual track meet between Illinois and Purdue 
and later in the afternoon the annual Lilinois- 
Wisconsin baseball game will be played. 
Friday night all sorts of amusements will be 
offered for the visitors. Saturday morning 
the scholastic meet will be held and in the 
afternoon Illinois will play baseball with 
Chicago. At night, if Illinois beats Chicago, 
there will be the usual war dance. Then 
there will take place the annual hat grabbing 
contest, in which the collegians make an 
attempt to secure for trophies the glaring 


Michigan, Chicago, Northwestern, and 
Wisconsin give interscholastics, but the vis- 
itors are never treated as at Champaign. 
This will be the twelfth annual meet and the 
students have become accustomed to enter- 
taining, and each new freshman class is 
taught the game.

Local Light Heavyweight, Who De- 
- feated George Gardner, Shows for 
the First Time in Six Years That He 
Can Punch with That Member, Send- 
ing His Opponent to the Floor—Blow 
Helped to Win Him the Verdict — 
Walcott Is Doublecrossed.

It took over six years, it appears, for Jack 
Root, the Chicago light heavyweight, tc 
learn that he could execute as well, if not 
better. with his right hand as he can with 
his left. In all these years he depended 
principally upon his left gloved fist to defeat 
his men, and with but two exceptions, with 
George Gardner at Salt Lake City and at 
Fort Erie, it invariably proved successful, 

Last Monday night at the Waverly club’s 
show, where he met and defeated his only 
victor, George Gardner, he brought his right 
into play and with it scored a cleancut vic- 
tory. In his previous fights with the Lowell 


man he depended on jarring left hand jolts ! 


to pull down the long end of the money, but 
failed in so doing because he was executing 
with but one hand, while George slashed 
away with two. 

In the first five rounds of their previous 
six round encounter, which resulted in a 
draw, Jack's right arm might just as well 
have been severed from his body for the use 
he put it to. He either remembered, or was 
ihformed, that he would not infringe the 
rules if he let go his right occasionally, so 
cut loose with it in the final session and by 
so doing secured a draw. In Monday night's 
battle he bethought himself of his right 
*“ @uke’’ and it was well he did, as it won 
him the battle. 


He brought it over early in the fray, missed 
connecting the right spot repeatedly, but 
persevered, and was rewarded by slipping 
one over on George's jaw in the fifth round 
which almost did the trick. It was a clean 
hit and one which would have kept a less 
gamer man than Gardner down for the full 
count. George was up at the count of three, 
but his mind was wandering. Jack tried to 
finish him and might have done so had he 
measured his distance or had he sidestepped 
when Gardner fell towards him groping for 
a clinch. Instead he stepped in to meet him 
with a right hander which brought him 
within grasping distance of George and the 
latter took advantage, befuddled as he was. 
The referee split them out as quickly as 
possible, but Root, eager to end the fight 
with a knockout, again rushed in to put on 
the finishing touch, only to be again grappled 
by the still dazed Gardner. Time was flying, 
George was playing for the gong by holding, 
and Jack, overanxious to settle matters, 
kept tearing in and by so doing practically 
assisted his opponent to stay the round, 
Root fought the last session principally 
with his right hand, sending it under and 
over continuously, but failed to locate the 
right spot, as George, although not fully 
recovered from the effects of the jaw wal- 


‘lop he received in the previous round, had 


enough fighting instinct left in him to cover 
up in the open and to duck inside of Root's 
arms at close quarters. The first three 
rounds were unsatisfactory from the spec- 
tators’ viewpoint, as there was too much 
clinching and short arm work while hooked 
up to please them. They yelled derisively 
at the men to get together and do some fight- 
ing despite tLe fact they were doing their 
best. 

The three closing sessions, however, were 
full of action and hard fighting and were 
alone worth the price of admission. Root’s 
admirers got as good as 2 to 1 for some of 
their money, which made the outcome of 
the contest more sensational. There is some 
talk of pitting Root against Fitzsimmons, 
but the grand old man sets too high a figure 
on his services. 

According to accounts of the recent battle 
between Joe Walcott and “ Dixie Kid”’ be- 
fore the Colma club of San Francisco, Wal- 
cott was handed the rawest decision since 
the Bob Fitzsimmons-Tom Sharkey Friscu 
fight, in which Wyatt Earp “ delivered the 
goods." ‘The battle was heralded as being 
for the welterweight championship of the 
world, and the decision, rank as it was, 
gives ‘‘ Dixie -Kid”’ the title. But as cham- 
pionships in all games of sport are to be 
won and lost fairly, the “‘ Kid’ may as well 
bury his unearned title for all the benefit 
he will derive from it. | 

Reports of the fight had Walcott makinga 
chopping block out of the Californian. He 
hit him when and where he pleased for nine- 
teen rounds, and had the fight won by a 
mile or more, only to be disqualified for whac 
the referee, one “‘ Duck” Sullivan, consid- 
ered a foul, Whether or not Walcott was 
slated for a “ holdup” by the referee can 
only be determined by that official, but the 
fact remains he “ducked” after being 
knocked down by Joe and pummeled by 
some of the spectators, and has not been 
heard of since. A few more highway rob- 
bery decisions and eastern fighters will give 
San Francisco a wide berth. 


Frankie Neil, who won the bantamweight 
championship from Harry Forbes last year, 
is making his way over the mountains for 
Chicago, where he will be seen in action 
against some of the local scrappers.

Wins Twice at Chicago. 

At Chicago Director won two races, the 
second an event for stallions, in which he 
beat Monroe Chief, Black Cloud, France's 
Alexander and Santa, and he crowned the 
achievements by carrying off the Charter 
Oak stakes at Hartford from Fanny Wither- 
spoon, Clemmie G., Phallas, J. B. Thomas, 
Adele Gould, and Overman. Wilson took 
the first heat in 2:17%, Fanny Witherspoon 
the second in 2:17, and then Director went 
to. the front in 2:20, 2:18, 2:19%. 

The little stallion was a bulldog for cour- 
age, and withal one of the most intelligent 
horses that ever looked through, a bridle. 
After he had been retired to the stud John 
Goldsmith was never tired of singing the 
praises of Director and telling of his queer 
ways. One of his star tricks was that in 
trotting race, no matter what the com- 
pany opposed to him, or how’much his con- 
duct varied from the driver’s notions, it, 
was Director’s invariable custom to per- 
ceptibly slacken his speed just before the 
three quarter pole was reached and take 
things easy until the turn had been rounded | 
and he was fairly in the homestretch. Then 
he was ready for a battle, and how he would 
flatten out and trot! Never a trotter could 
beat Director that did not lay over him at 
least three seconds to the mile in speed, so 
marked was his class,

ONWENTSIA SECURES GOODMAN 


Golf Club Makes Another Scoop by Sign- 
ing Fred McKenzie, the Scotch 
Amateur—Is a Fine Player. 


In securing the services of Fred Mc- 
Kenzie, the former Scottish amateur, the 
Onwentsia club has made another golfing 
scoop. Since its formation the club has been 
particularly fortunate in possessing a num- 
ber of brilliant players. Beginning with 
H. J. Whigham, who wonthe amateur cham- 
pionship in 1896-1897, there followed Walter 
B. Smith, runner up to Findlay Douglass in 
1898; Walter Egan, runner up to Travis in 
1901; and Bruce D. Smith, who reached the 
semi-finals in the big event last year. Al- 
though never getting as far as the semi- 
finals in the amateur championship, D. R. 
Forgan won the western amateur champion- 
ship in 1899. 

In Jamie Anderson, one of the earliest 
professionals, the club undoubtedly pos- 
sessed one of the best experts In the’country, 
and his record of 75 for the course with a 
solid ball was never beaten. He preferred 
the solitude of the moors of his native coun- 
try to the bustle of Lake Forest, and re- 
turned home. Peter Walker, the school- 
master professional, was alsoa clever player, 
and gave up the game to resume his peda- 
“gogic duties at Edinburg. 


Since his departure William Marshall has 
been the head professional and when in good 
practice he is a capable player. Last year 
the club endeavored to again secure the serv- 
ices of the taciturn Jamie Anderson, but he 
finally refused a generous offer. Since then 
Mr. Thomas Taylor Jr. has been in corre- 
spondence with Messrs. Forgan & Sons, the 
outcome being the addition of McKenzie to 
the professional staff of the club. His loss 
to St. Andrew’s is a loss to Scottish golf and 
a corresponding gain to the game in this sec- 
tion of the country. Golfing, a London pub- 
Mecation, has this to say of him: 

“Fred McKenzie, the famous St. Andrew’s 
amateur, by accepting an engagement with 
the Onwentsia club foregoes his amateur 
status, and will henceforth be unable to as- 
sist his country in those matches which were 
inaugurated two years ago, and in which 
the young professional splendidly refiected 
the growing strength of what is denominated 
artisan golf. 

“In business Mr. McKenzie was a mer- 
chant in the employment of his father, in the 
city of golf and divinity. With plenty of 
leisure, Fred was able to gratify his taste in 
the cultivation of that pastime which has 
done so much to keep St. Andrew’sin the van 
of Scottish towns. Early in life he entered 
Madras college, an institution which has 
given many brilliant golfers to the world, but 
none more distinguished than the lad who 
has just signed with the Lake Forest club. 

* At the age of 10 he was the proud posses- 
sor of a medal, his round amoumggs being in 
the three figures. After leaving College he 
joined the Thistle club, a mercantile organ- 
ization, and while with it established a rec- 
ord of seventy-four for the St. Andrew’s 
coufse. St. Andrews club naturally sought 
after a player of such promise and while 
with it he won the Royal and Ancient medal, 
the scratch medals of the Thistle and 8t. 
Andrews\clubs, and the awards of New club. 

“ From the outset Mr. McKenzie has had 
a leaning towards the Evening Telegraph 
tournament, and at Gailes, the Ayrshire 
green of the Glasgow club, he scored in his 
initial success in the Scottish championship. 
At Varnoustie, a year er two later, he re- 
peated his performance, and last year at 
Monifieth, for the third time carried off the 
gold medal. Three or four times he has 
essayed national amateur champlonship 
honors, last year losing to Balfour-Melville 
when in his best form... He was selected to 
play for Scotland against England in 1902 
and 1903, and on these occasions he was a 
hero tn the strife. 

“Given health and strength Fred Mc-

CHICAGO CLUB TO TRY NEW YORE- 
ERS’ REGULATIONS. 

Some Enthusiasts Criticine Acceptance 
of Basterners’ Code on Groun@ That 
Local Race Must Be Run Independ- 
ently of Other Western Organiza- 
tions—Supporters Say Pian Is Eix- 
periment and Uniformity in Meas- 
urement Formulas Is Needed. 


The fact of the Chicago Yacht club’s hav- 
ing adopted the rules of the New York Yacht 
club has brought forth considerable com- 
ment and Some little criticism from western 
yachtsmen, the minority advancing the idea 
that by accepting the rules laid down by thw 
easterners, the local organization will be 
obliged to run its future races to a large 
extent Independently of other clubs on the 
great lakes. It now transpires, however, 
that such criticism is in a measure unfound- 
ed and a little premature. As explained by 
members of the regatta committee, the idea 
was rot to break away from the Yacht 
Racing union rules entirely, but more to try 
the N. Y. Y. C. rules and learn by experi- 
ence whether or not regulations might be 
eventually adopted which would be an im- 
provement upon those in, general use in the 
west. 

The C. Y. C. has merely adopted the regu- 
lations for the coming season as an experi- 
ment, and also for the reason that a majority 
of its members consider the rules as being 
to the greatest number of yachts 

ow in commission. Furthermore, the pur- 
pose is to establish if possible a set of rules 
for its own races, while in open events the 
owners will race as heretofore under the 
Y. R. U. code. It is detrimental to the sport 
not to have universal regulations, and it is 
to the end of securing such regulations that 
the local club is working, claiming, as do the 
easterners, that the proposed change will 
place all of the boats on a more even basis. 


New Measurement Formula. 


In a nutshell, the prescribed form govern- 
ing the measurement of yachts as laid down 
by the N. Y. Y. C. and later adopted by the 
local club and others is: ‘* Length multi- 

plied by the square root of the sail area, 

ae by 5.5 times the root of the displace- 
ment.”’ 

The length factor is found as follows: 
“The mean of the length over all, exclusive 
of bulwarks and rails and of the length on 
the load water line, both measurements to 
be taken parallel to the middle vertical plane 
and at a distance from it equal to one-quar- 
ter of the greatest. beam of the water line.” 

Most yachtsmen agree that there are at 
present too many rules containing objection- 

_able features, and that if a universal form- 

ula can be fixed upon and adopted it will 
benefit yachting more than anything eise 
that could bé done for the sport. It is up to 
some leading club to experiment along this 
line, and the Chicago Yacht club’s attempt 
will be watched with interest. The coming 
season should prove whether or not the 
move was warranted. If the exponents of 
the new rule are vindicated it is predicted 
that the Chicago club's action will mark the 
beginning of a general adoption of the rules 
on the great lakes. 


Plans for Cruise to Mackinac. 
The regatta committee of the C. Y. C., 


plans for the cruising race to Mackinac or 
Aug. 3, and the event gives promise of be- 
ing the biggest thing of the kind ever at- 
tempted on Lake Michigan. Already twelve 
entries are assured for the 330 mile race, and 
more than twice that number of boats is 
expected to start. Last week invitations 
were sent to all of the Lake Michigan or- 
ganizations to join in the race, and as such 
an event has not been held within the last 
seyen years it is thought that a large numbe 
of clubs will be represented. 
All yachts entered must be of a length of 
thirty feet or over, and must carry anchors, 
lights, and complete cruising outfits. Time 
allowance will be based on the measure- 
ments and rules of the Lake Michigan Yacht- 
ing association. The entry list will close 
July 1. There will be four valuable cups 
offered, one each for schooners, yawls, and 
sloops, beside a handsome trophy for a time 


prize.

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CANADA MAKES — 
LOUD PROTEST. 


Wants Voice in Selection of 3 


Successor to Retiring 
Governor General. 


‘RANK IS NOT COLONIAL. 


Idea of Sending Over Duke or 
Earl Not Known There Meets 
with Resentment.. 


Ottawa, Can., May 5.—[Special Correspon- 

dence. |—Thére’s a robust kick coming on the 
appotntment of the new governor general in 

eeuccession to Lord Minto. Canada is al- 
‘lowed no voice in the choice of the represen- 
‘tative of the sovereign at Ottawa. The se- 


lection is made in England without reference 


to Canadian opinion or the views of the Can- 
adian government. Public opinion is becom- 
ing as restive on this subject as it was on 
the nomination by the Downing street au- 
thorities of the imperial genéral officer to 


command the Canadian militia, which has_ 


been summarily ended. 

Following the ordinary practice, the for- 
mal order in council appointing the succes- 
sor to the earl of Minto should be put 
through, and the order of the king in @6uncil 
issued in July. Among the names cabled 
here from London from time to time as avail- 
able material for the position were a couple 
of dukes and various earls more or less un- 
known to Canadians, or more or less objec- 
tionable for various reasons. 


Peers Not the Only Eligibles. 


Why peers alone should be cohsidered eligi- 
ble for the office is not understood here. 
There are men®utside the house of lords who 
would sult Canada hetter than most of the 
titled noblemen who were stated on differ- 
ent occasions in the last half year to be likely 
to receive an offer of the position. 

The growing feeling of dissatisfaction at 
the methods:at present in végue of sending 
governors general to Canada who cannot 
by any stretch of the imagination be expect- 
ed to fill the office as Canadians would like 
to see it filled is voiced by Events. 

“As a rule.” it is asserted, “ Canada is 
saddled with an incompetent person, and the 
English government has no right to inflict 
a nuisance on this country. A governor gen- 

‘eral who is not a competent person speedily 

becomes a positive nuisance to the execu- 
tive. The position of governor general in 
Canada is a piece of party patronage in the 
hands of the colonial secretary, and it is not 
long ago since these colonial governors 
looked for direction to the colonial office 
and received it. 

“This, however, has passed away and now 
a duty falls upon the king in council to 
réalize that he must appoint an official head 
to a great and growing nation. This is in- 
deed an imperial task, and by the manner in 
which it is discharged, the kind of imperial 
spirit which is so much talked about at 
present in the united kingdom can be meas- 
ured.” | 

To permit the present colonial secretary, 
who is described publicly by the press in 
England as a “ caretaker,” to select for six 
millions of people this side of the Atlantic 
the chief of the executive government just 
as he is permitted to select the governor of 
a petty crown colony whose irresponsible. 
executive can only do as he is told is so ab- 
surd that it has only to be stated to be ad- 
mitted on all sides. ; 


. Think United States Too Close. 
Canadians returning from London are im- 
pressed with growing evidences of the un- 
easiness prevailing in Great Britain at the 
prospects of closer Canadian relations with 
the United States. It is beginning to be 
recognized over there, they say, that com- 
mercial union between,Canada and the great 
republic must inevitably lead to a political 
alliance. These views are being widely 
quoted here by the advocates of imperial 
preference as an argument against reci- 
procity, and are confirmed by the files of 
British papers received by every mail. 


Light on Iron Trade Figures. 

A flood of light is let into the condition of 
the Canadian iron and steel manufacturing 
interests by the Toronto contract for water 
pipe. The Pittsburg bid, which was ac- 
cepted over the Canadian bids, will net the 
American house when duty and freight are 
paid $22,000 less than the lowest Canadian 
bid would have produced. The duty on im- 
* ported pipe is 30 per cent, and the Pittsburg 
firm pays this an@ the long railroad haul and 
receives $2,800 less for’ the pipe than the 
lowest Canadian bid. The case is quoted itn 
support of the plea for heavier duties to keep 
out the American product. 


Flooded by American Coin. . 


Canada, according to Sir Mackenzie Bow- 
ell, is being flooded to an alarming extent 
by American silver. The question was dis- 
cussed-in the senate and Senator McMullen 
wanted the Canadian banks to refuse all 
American money On the ground that Cana- 
dian money is not accepted in the United 
States. Mr: Ellis said the banks at St. John, 
N. B., took American silver, but withdrew it 
from circulation. Secretary of State Scott 
said the remedy was in the hands of the 
people, who should decline to receive Ameri- 
can silver coin. 


Use Only American Surveyors. 


Americans almost exclusively are employéd 
on the surveys of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
for the new transcontinental railway, and 
there is a tremendous amount of feeling 
shown on the subject by the opposition in 
parliament.

Extra Tax on Bachelors. 


Under what is facetiously called the 
*“bachelor”’ clause of the new assessment 
act, every man earning a salary of $1,000a 
year, if a householder, is exempted. If not 
a householder, he will be allowed an e€emp- 
tion of only $400. For every dollar a house- 
holder earns more than $1,000 a year he is 
henceforth to be taxed only on t excess 

“over $1,000. Thus on a salary of $2,500 he 


will pay income tax on $1,500 only, whereas |~ 


a nonmhouseholder earning $2,500 a year will 
pay on $2,100. The exemption in both classes 
is Umited to salary.

For throughout 
the dominions of the czar note is now being 
taken of the fact that whereas the French 
government in the’ person of its minister of 
finance, M. Rouvier, has, by expressing its 
disapproval of the issue of another Musco- 
vite loah at Paris, virtually barred the 
French money markets to any fresh applica- 
tion for funds from St. Petersburg, and, 
moreover, has chosen this particulartime for 
concluding a treaty of friendship with Eng- 
land, who ig the ally of Japan, Germany's 
manifestations of friendship and of sympa- 
thy for Russia in the present war are such 
as to excite the resentment of Dai Nippon 
and to call forth protests from the mikado. 

Indeed; the influential Novoe Vremya of 
St. Petersburg, in an article which could only 
have appeared with the sanction of the Mus-. 
cuvite authorities, and that gives expression 
to popular opinion in’Russia, strongly advo- 
cates an ** understanding,’ that is, a treaty 
of alliance with Germany as a counterpoise 
to the agreement recéntly concluded between 
England and France, and then goes on to 
point out how idle it is to expect that.there 
can ever be any settlement of the differences 
between Russia and Great Britain as long as 
the latter persists in blocking the former's 
access to the Persian gulf, in opposing the 
development of Muscovite interestg in China 
and Tibet, and in giving her moral support to 
Russia's foes, especially to Japan. 


Germany, Spain, and Russia as Allies? 


It remains to be seen whether, in the event 
of the formation of any new grouping of the 
powers, comprising Germany, Spain, and 
Russia, the Kaiser would be able to carry 
with him his allies at Vienna and Rome. 
But there is no reason why he should fail 
in this. That his influence with both his 
partners in the triple alliance remains unim- 
paired—is, indeed, strenger than ever—is 
demonstrated by the fact that he has been 
successful in removing all friction between 


Austria and Italy, the recent interview be- | 


tween Count Goluchowski and Sig. Titoni 
at Abagzia, which he, the kaiser, brought 
about, having proved so successful that there 
is at the present moment a more satisfactory 
understanding between Vienna and Rome 
than at any time during the last fifty years. 

When, in addition to this, the fact is taken 
into consideration that Emperor William's 
influence .predominates all ethers at Con- 
stantinople, where’ the sultan looks upon 
him as his best friend and chief support, 
bis remarkable spet®ch at Carlsruhe the 
other day, where he intimated the necessity 
of Germany's being prepared to intervene, 
if necessary, in the world's policy, is full of 
the most important significance.

Labori Says Courts Cannot Re- 
habilitate Dreyfus—Lebaudy 
| Quits France.

PARIS, April 29.—The violation of the long 
respected tradition not to give an account of 
a play before the first night by Alfred Harms- 
worth tempted the Gil Blas to follow his ex- 
ample, and an accountof Varennes,” Sarah 
Bernhardt’s great play, was published by 
that paper in advance of the first night. 
This so upset the theatrical world that Sarah 
Bernhardt sent a bailiff to the directors of the 
Gil Blas, and has sued them for large dam- 
ages for the “ manifest injury ” the publica- 
tion in advance of an account of “ Varennes ”’ 
caused her and the author of the play. The 
affair will be one of the most sensational 
trials of the year, and the divine Sarah is so 
wrought up over the matter that she will 


no doubt make it lively for the directors. 


Where Press Agents Are Not. 

What immediately strikes the American 
critic, however, is the wide divergence in 
French and American directors’ methods be- 
fore the production of a play. An Amert- 
can manager tries to get all the material 
about a new play into the papers that “he 
can. He even pays an advance press ageht 
a big salary literally to bombard newspa- 
per offices, capture the dramatic editors, and 


bury them under “ stuff "’ about the play. 


On the other hand, a French manager 
thinks advance descriptions of hts play in- 
jure its chance of success, and he devotes 
all his efforts to keeping the details a secret. 
Woe to the luckless paper that tears aside 
the veil of mystery which surrounds a new 
play. One asks one’s self which is the better 
method. Both seem to succeed, but Sarah 
Bernhardt, who*has had the experience of 
each, evidently prefers the French method.

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

May 1,.—Battle at Chintiencheng. The 
severe fighting on this day had been pre- 
ceded by four days of maneuvering and 
hard skirmishing. During the night of 
Saturday, April 30, the Japanese took up 
their position, and at daybreak on Sunday 
the battle began. 

The respectivé numbers of combatants 
are not yet known. The Russians probably 
had in the neighborhood of 20,000, against 
50,000 Japanese... The Japs succeeded ip 
putting almost their entire army into the 
fight. They wasted few men on detach- 
ments, detail guards, convoys, messengers, 
officers’ servants, and other similar employ- 

ments which so rapidly eat into the effective 
fighting total. 

Two, three, or even four to one in Hien 
days of long distance and rapid fire is not 
an overwhelming force for the attacking 
army. The newest weapons give the de- 
fenders such an enormous advantage that 
unless they are outmaneuvered they can 
hold a@ fortified position against an im- 
mensely superior force. This fact was dem- 
onstrated in the Boer war. 

In last Sunday’s battle it, is probable 
that unless Kuroki had outwitted Sassu- 
litch, the Russians would have bloodily re- 
pulsed their foe. The Japanese victory is 
ascribable to their success in two things— 


| clever flankingy movements and splendid 


artillery practice. Kuroki flanked most 
successfully, first in what might be called 
battle strategy, which concerned the dis- 
position of forces before the fighting began, 
and also in the major andgminor tactics 
during the progress of the fight. 

The Japanese made far the ;better artil- 
lery practice. This was not so much to their 
credit, bécause they had more and better 
guns. The Russians themselves testified 
in the two reports of the general staff at 
St. Petersburg, in Kouropatkin’s report 
and in Kashallinsky’s report, to the “ ex- 
traordinarily prolonged and violent boém- 
bardment ” of the Japanese artillery. Ku- 
roki was more laconic, but his statement 
was to the same effect. Hesaid: “ At day- 
break the Japanese batteries opened fire, 
and by 7:05 a. m. bad silenced the Russians 
at Yoshoko.” This silencing being effected, 
the attack began at 7:30 a. m. and .lasted 
until 9 a. m., but the severest fighting took 
place during the last forty-five minutes of 
that time. 

The: Japanese preserve] their column 
formation for a considerable time—in fact, 
‘until they avaded across the creek in front of 
the Russian position. In consequence of 
their close formation they suffered severely 
from the machine guns of their adversaries 
during the fording. In the battle the Japa- 
nese lost 798 men, while the Russians, ac- 
cording to their own reports, lost about 
8,000, including forty officers. Seven hun- 
dred wounded Russians limped with their 
guns as crutches to Fengwancheng, thirty- 
five miles away. The Japanese captured 
twenty-eight guns, many rifles, much am- 
munition, thirty officers, of whom twenty 
were wounded, and 300 men, of whom 100 
were 

As a result of the battle the Russians were 
compelled to evacuate all! their positions on 
the Yalu and the entire estuary is now in 
Japanese hands. 

Monday, May 2.—The fighting continued, 
the Japanese pressing the Russians back 
towards Fengwancheng. On that day the 
Japanese report about 300 casualties., They 
also captured twelve guns, which, however, 
had previously been rendered useless by 
breaking off the breech blocks. No report of 
the Russian casualties on that day is given, 
except that the majority of the men and 
horses accompanying the captured guns 
were killed. Gen. Kuroki’s advance guard 
has occupied Fengwangcheng, which was 
abandoned by the Russians without a strug- 
gle. 

aundas May 3.—Admiral Togo made his 

third Hobson attempt—this time in broad 
daylight. The officers and sailors who ob- 
tained consent to undertake the dangerous 
work prevailed upon the admiral to let them 
make the effort in daylight because they 
thought they would have more chance to 
succeed. Accordingly, assisted by a fog 
which covered the harbor during the after- 
noon, nine old merchant ships under full 
steam made for the entrance of Port Ar- 
thur. The ships were sunk 4m various 
places. Some by the Russian guns and tor- 
pedoes and some by their own crews. This 
third attempt to bottle up Port Arthur was, 
on the whole, successful. Only a narrow 
channel is left open, large enough for the 
exit of torpedo boats, but too small for the 
passage of battleships or cruisers. 

Thursday, May 5.—The second Japanese 
army landed without much trouble in the 
Liaotung peninsula above Port Arthur. The 
first landing was at Pitsewo on the east side 
of the peninsula about fifty miles above 
Port Arthur. Shortly afterwards another 
landing was effected by the Japanese at Port 
Adams, on the other side of the Liaotung 
peninsula on the same’ east and west line 
as Pitsewo. Probably 15,000, troops have 
landed already and more are constantly dis- 
embarking. Gen. Oku is supposed to be 
commander in chief of this army. Railroad 
and telegraphic communications between 
Port Arthur and Kouropatkin have already 
been severed and the investment of Port 
Arthur on all sides is complete.

Just at present Kouropatkin is in the cen- 
ter of the circle, while the two Japamese | 
armies occupy widely separated positions on 
the circumference. 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 
This is the third of the monthly editorial 
articles on American statesmen. 


As Washington was preéminently in 
American political history the man of char- 
acter, and as Lincoln was preéminently the 
man of soul, so Hamilton was preéminently 
the man of pure intellect. 

For him there was no pink light of univer- 

1 democratic brotherhood. For him there 
were no Lares and Penates of instinctive, 
abiding local state affections. Coming, a 
foreigner, from the West India island of 
Nevis, his desire for America was efficient 
government, whether it comported with de- 
mocracy or not, and, in the establishment of 
an efficient goverhment, New York was no 
more to him than Georgia, Georgia no more 
than Delaware. 

To Sedgwick he wrote: “The dismem- 
berment of our empire will administer no 
relief to our real disease, which is democ- 
racy.” In the constitutional convention, 
therefore, he proposed a plan of government 
which caused Jefferson, the sacrosanct cus- 
todian of the idol Demos, to excommunicate 
him with book and bell. The president and 
the senators were to hold office for life dur- 
ing good behavior, and the ballots electing 
them were to be possessed only by such citi- 
zens as also possessed a considerable amount 
of real property. : 

Later, as secretary of the treasury, Ham- 
ilton attached his propertied citizens to the 
new federal government by issuing bonds 
on all federal and state revolutionary debts 
and by founding a national] bank. The 
technique which he, a lawyer, displayed in 
the construction of a financial system leaves 
the observer astare and agape. He wasa 
man of pure intellect. Like Whitney of 
Yale, who, if he had not been one of the 
world’s greatest philologists, could just as 
well have become one of its greatest math- 
ematicians, Hamilton could plunge into a 
new, strange universe of thought and in a 
few years have all its planets, with their 
centrifugal and centripetal forces, swinging 
to his wand. 

But it is not this genius for detailed ad- 
ministration (whith some railway presi- 
dents have shared with him); it is not this 
necromancy of execution (which contrasts 
so strikingly with the pitiable efforts of the 
Jeffersonians who succeeded him); it is not 
this that constitutes Hamilton’s right to 
the title of statesman. Hamilton, the 
statesman, is found in the motive which 
was behind Hamilton, the financier.. By 
means of the national bank and of the na- 
tional debt Hamilton caught American in- 
vestors on the federal hook. The confeder- 
ation had gone to pieces because it was not 
held together by the tissues of a common 
financial interest.. It became insolvent, in- 
efficient, disreputable. That. the federal 
union did not follow the confederation into 
this same noisome financial putrefaction 
was the work of Hamilton. He accom- 
plished it by disregarding the Jeffersonisms 
about ““money domination,” “ monocratie 
ideals,” “ corrupt squadrons,” and “ anti- 
democratie intrigues.”” He accomplished it 
by sinking the caissons of the federal struc- 
ture into the power and wealth of America. 

If this was the amount of regard which 
Hamilton had for Jeffersonian democracy, 
he had even less for Jeffersonian state 
rights. The author of the Kentucky reso- 
lutions, the brooder on the eggs of nullifi- 
eation and 6f secession, was perfectly justi- 
fied by his philosophy in reviling Hamilton 
as the ruthless destroyer of local liberties. 

In the constitutional convention Hamil- 
ton had suggested that the governors of 
states should be appointed by the chief ex- 
ecutive of the federal government. He had 
also suggested that these appointed govern- 
ors should have a power of veto over all 
state legislation. 

This unabashed habit of tweaking the 
noses of American local deities followed 
Hamilton into his position as a member of 
Washington's cabinet. In establishing a 
bank, in imposing a federal tax on the 
whisky manufactured within the several 
states, in recommending the construction by 
the federal government of roads and of 
canals, in arguing for a tariff which would 
give protection as well as revenue, Hamil- 
ton extended the tentacles of the central ad- 
ministration and fixed them forever in the | 
vitals of all the subordinate sovereignties 
that owe a common allegiance to the Amer- 
ican flag. If he had not had time to get 
this done before the Jeffersonians made 
their way to the control of the federal gow 
ernment, who can be sure that their policy 
of disintegration would not have left the 
country without the centralized vitality 
which was to sustain it through such 
fatigues as the civil war? 

But Hamilton, the statesman, the man of 
pure intellect, must not be d@llowed com- 
pletely to overshadow Hamilton, the per- 
son, the man of esprit. He is unique among 
great Americans for those felicitous quali- 
ties which distinguish the finished humen 
product from the raw material, If America’ 
were to choose from all its political history’ 
the most suitable man for its representative 
at a suppositious world gathering of the 
cultivated spirits of ancient and of modern 
times, fhere could be no rival to Hamilton. 
The poise and, at the same time, the dash 
of his manners, the grooved precision of his 
mental processes, the fluent charm of his 
conversation, the grace of his demeanor— 
these qualities, when considered in connec- 
tion with his power in the realm of affairs, 
make him one of the most exquisite speci- 
mens of the human species ever produced ip 
the history of civilization. 

It is one of the trials of faith for the con- 
verts to the religion of democracy that such 
men as Hamilton are found more frequent- 
ly with the receding conservatives than 
with the advancing radicals. The conserva- 
tives do recede. The radicals do advance. 
The shouldering surge toward democracy 
Democracy 
‘comes. But how gross and sordid Jeffergon 
is when he is compared with his great an- 
tagonist! And who can admire the man 
Jackson, vulgar, illiterate, and rapacious 
of the spoils of office; when he is placed side 
by side with the man, John Quincy Adams,

feeling which this country has experienced, 
the conservatives, as personal types, as 
human specimens, have a tremendous ad- 
vantage over the members of the attacking 
party.] 

But democracy comes. And the superior 
personal attractiveness of the garrison of 
the aristocratic citadel is, of course, the re- 
sult of the fact that the possessors of the 
earth are able to use the resources of the 
earth for their development, while those who 
are without such resources show in their 
persons the consequences of their impover- 
ishment. Reforms are always accomplished 
by the mass of those who, being deprived of 
things, are less lovely than those who have 
them. The fact that the party of reform 
sometimes gets a leader from the other side 
does not impair the truth of this observation, 

‘The personal superiority of Hamilton to 
Jefferson may be admitted, therefore, with- 
out impugning the democratic principles to 
which this government, through men like 
Jefferson and Jackson, has long been com- 
mitted. It is no disloyalty to American 
democracy to recognize its inevitable de- 
pendence on that part of the population 
which owes least to personal advantages. |

A SERMON FOR TODAY. 


THE LOVE OF GOD. 
BY THE REV. O. 8S. ROCHE. 


All things work together for good to them that 
love God.—Romans, viii., 


IRST of all we must love God. What 
we love, or, rather, whom we love, 
and how much will tell far more re- 
garding our true character and our 
chance of happiness than anything 

else in the whole circle of our experience. 
The promises of the text are to those only 
who love God. If we love him we will strive 
to do his will. When love is generated in 
the heart it leads to unreserved. obedience, 
for “ love is the fulfilling of the law.”’ Most 
of our sorrows come through disobedience; 
as soon therefore as this is eliminated all 
that class of sorrows disappears. 

If we love God we grow more and more 
into his likeness. His knowledge becomes 
our instructor, his wisdom our teacher, his 
estimates our guide, so that our attitude 
toward things fleeting is the same as his. 
So long as we love God and do his com- 
mandments he will not allow any absolute 
evil to befall even the weakest and humblest 
saint that confides in him. All the powers 
of the universe are pledged for his security. 
If we love God we stand higher 4han con- 
queror or king. in virtue of any merely out- 
ward adjuncts.

He has not promised that, though 
if we obey him the rules which control and 
restrain us are apt to bring temporal bless- 
ings. But we set an exaggerated value upon 
such things. They surely are not worth 
the thought and care we bestow upon them. 
May we not even believe that they are 
trifles in the sight of God? 

God sees better than man sees and he sets 
a higher value upon character and a clear 
conscience. His own kingdom dnd righteous- 
ness. 
gifts to be sought above all others, 

Lastly, we must exercise patience. Good 
lives—Christian lives—are usually crowned 
with temporal success, but not always. It 
is not guaranteed, though the higher re- 
wards are. We@ must wait and trust God. 
He is working gradually; slowly he is bring- 
ing blessings out of affliction. We can only 
keep happiness by keeping faith. Prove,the 
principle of the text by your own experience; 
the happiest people you know are the Chris- 
tian people. Prove the principle by the his- 
tory of the world; the most prosperous na- 
tions are the Christian nations. God is our 
Father and cares for us. The clouds will 
pass, the sun shine, all problems at last be 
solved. ‘‘ All things work together for good 
to them that love God.”

REDERICK MASSON'’S publication in 
Paris of a little volume entitled 
** Napoleon I. as a Dancer,” full of in- 
teresting information about the more 
frivolous amusements of that great 
emperor, whose biographer he has become, 
and whose life he has revealed to us in all 
its details, serves to call, attention to the 
fact that just at the present there are rela- 
tively few monarchs who dance. 

King Edward, who used to be an indefatiga- 
ble waltzer while prince of Wales, has given 
up round dances altogether since his acces- 
sion to the throne and only occasionally takes 
part in a “ quadrille d’ honneur.”” Emperor 
William, too, has abandoned waltzing, and 
so also has Emperor Nicholas. King Victor 
Emmanuel, possibly on account of his 
diminutive stature, has never cared for dan- 
cing; King Carlos of Portugal is altogether 
too fat to trip the light fantastic toe; Francis 
Joseph of Austria, who in his younger days 
was exceedingly fond of dancing, has long 
since dropped it. while it is hardly necessary 
to add that. the septuagenarian ruler of 
Sweden and Norway, the octogenarian sov- 
ereign of Denmark, the white bearded and 
lame King Leopold of Belgium, the 80 year 
old regent of Bavaria, and the bald headed 
king of Greece content themselves with look- 
ing at the dancers at the state balls at which 
they may be present without seeking to take 
any part in the whirl that passes before their 
eyes. 

shee fact, young King Alfonso of Spain, who 
will be 18 years of age a few days hence; 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. the grand 
dukes of Saxe-Weimar and of Mecklenbure- 
Schwerin, as well as the youthful duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, aré,.so far as I am 
aware, the only reigning sovereigns who still 
waltz. 


With their coneorts it is different. Thus, 
Queen Alexandra, although she is over 60, and 
a grandmother many timesover, still waltzes 
with as much pleasure as of yore, and during 
her recent stay at Copenhagen took part in 
most of the round dances of the balls given 
in her honor by her father and other of her 
relatives. Her sister, the Empress Marie of 
Russia. despite her widowhood and her many 
grandchildren, is still an indefatigable waltz- 
er, while Queen Charlotte of Wirtemberg 
deserves the credit for having caused the re- 
moval of the ban that prevailed for so long 
at the court of Stuttgart, as well as at those 
of many other German sovereigns, against 
waltzing. She has always been paseionately 
fond of dancing. and resented so much being 
debarred from dancing her favorite dance— 
namely: the waltz—at her own court bails 
that she induced the king to repeal the rule 
against this particular form of the meer: 
chorean art, 

It is difficult to understand the objections 
to the waltz when polkas and gallops are 
tolerated at court balls. The ban seems to 
have originated in the early ‘60s with the late 


‘Empress Augusta of Germany, who was so 


horrified by the crown princess (afterwards 
Empress Frederick) being tripped up by her 
partner and precipitated with him at the feet 


that she insisted onthe waltz being banished 
from the court. She was a terrible despot on 
the score of etiquette, could not bear the idea 
of a dance which could have the effect of 
placing a princess of the blood in so undig- 
nified a position, and turned a deaf ear to all 
arguments, the rule which she inaugurated 
being subsequently adopted at most of the 


other German courts. 


This fondness of crowned ladies for danc- 
ing has led foreign governments to make 
a point. of seecting for certain missions 
envoys noted for their waltzing. Thus, 
throughout the reign of King Humbert, the 
English foreign office, being aware of Queen 
Margherita’s fondness for dancing. made a 
point of being always represented at the 
quirinal by an ambassador conspicuous for 
his terpsichorean talents. The late Lord 
“Creppy " Vivian. who died as ambassador 
at Rome. was celebrated, not only as a 
waltzer, but also as a cotillon leader, and his 
successor, ‘Sir Francis Ford (whose son wili

Treating B 


HERE .is a strong tendency at present to regard 
business as a science, knowledge of which can be 
reduced to principles and general laws. This means 
that the painfully acquired eXperience of individ- 
uals is being sifted, formulated, made general in 
application, so that it can be handed on to benefit 
others. There are still men who maintain that one 
must gam «all his business ability by slow and pain- 
ful experience; that one can advanée in no other 
way; that each one must begin with the alphabet 
of business methods and work cautiously along, 
learning a little year by year, till in middle life or 
later he finds: out whether or not his course has 
been ‘a wise one. There are still men.who take 
| this view of business knowledge, but there are oth- 
ers, and their numbers are daily increasing, who believe that business is 
both a science ahd an art which one may learn by direct application. 
~In no department of business practice has there been such enormous 
development in the last decade as in organization, the intellectual frame- 
work by means of which a business moves, and this organization of busi- 
hess is now being studied as never before. It has long been known that 
system was an important element in business success, but, as competition 
grows fiercer and fiercér, the perfection of method, of system, appears to be 
the yery key to success. A method is something that can be explained 
and understood, and it is this study of method that has given the impetus 
to the study of business subjects in general and of the consequent sifting 
of biisiness knowledge into somethink approaching scientific order. 
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HE relations between the German and Prussian

The first pope who assumed a new name upon his elevation 
to the papal throne was Sergius II., who felt, not without justification, that 
his patronymic, “ Flog’s-niouth,” wauld not deepen the reverence of the 
faithful for either the tiara or the keys. 

The herves of the reformation; Erasmus and Melanctton, translated 
their vernacular names into Greek and Latin. The Dutch hero, Gerard— 
i. e,: amiable—translated its signification, first into the Latin ‘* Desiderius,” 
and then into the Greek “ Erasmus”; while “ Melancthon” is a Greek 
rendering of that learned and gentle reformer’s original German name, 
“ Schwartzerd,” meaning black earth. 

As for the papal custom of assuming a new name upon’ accession to 
the chair of St. Peter, it became in time a superstition. Guicciardini says 
that when the successor of Adrian VI. wished to retain his own name upon 
his accession the whole conclave of cardinals dissuaded him by recalling

The latest development of this tendency to discard the purely empirical 
methods of our fathers 14 shown in the rise of the “ business doctor,” who 
is a professor at large, as well as a demonstrator, of the science and art of 
business. here are only half a dozen men in the profession as yet, and 


although they have effected some wonderful cures, by which they have 


won both fame and money, the profession is not one that will soon be over- 
crowded, because preéminent ability of a high order is necessary to Its sue- 


cessful practice. 


The “ business doctor ” is an expert who may be called in to examine 
and prescribe for any business that shows symptoms of failing health. 
He is not only a graduate from the school of experience, but a man who 
reijuced his particular experience to principles that can be applied to any 
business. When one of these exnerts undertakes a case he becomes an 
absolute despot for the period of his engagement—usually from two to six 
weeks. He takes charge of everything and bosses everybody concerned in 
the business. The first thing he does is to examine the working system of 
the business, and he invariably finds this to be closely connected with the 
seat of the disease. Striving at every point to eliminate waste, and un- 
economic drains on the life blood of the business, he often finds it neces- 
sary to reorganize it from top to bottom. Detecting leakage here, waste 
of time there, he endeavors by introducing time and labor saving devices, 
short cuts, ctc., to reduce the running expenses and punt the whole business 
on a paying basis. He teaches managers how to advertise most effectively 
for the least money, how to have the windows dressed, how to economize 
floor space, how, by the use of time and labor saving devices, to make two 
men do the work of three. One of these experts, Mr. Martin Coleman, 
who has recently begun practicing in England, claims to have system-

As long as the remembrance of the “ Polnische 
Wirthshaft ” lived the citizens and peasants did not care for the revival of 
the Polish kingdom. Only recently, since the “ Polnische Reichstag,” with 
all its appurtenances, went into oblivion, have the Polish agitators been 
able to secure a following among the masses.

He 
is the most discreet of all physicians, for under no circumstances does he 
allow his carriage to stand before the door of his patient. Absolute secrecy 
is an important element in the recovery of the patient. If the knowl- 
edge should leak out that a supposedly healthy business had something the 
matter with its backbone and that a high priced doctor was engaged in 
tinkering with it, it would of course aggravate the disease, if it did not 
make recovéry impossible. 

Byt there are other evidences that business is now regarded as a sci- 
ence beside the appearance of the trained expert who can be called in in 
case of an emergency. It is now believed that business principles and

Warsaw in 1807 from parts of the Polish empire, but after the downfall of 
the great Corsican this became Russian territory. 

The parts of the German empire which were Polish provinces belonged 
for more than a hundred years to Prussia, so that there was ample time to 
Jermanize these Prussian Poles. The much famed Prussian officials and 
schoolmasters could have succeeded in doing so. 

Now, however, the census of 1900 states that there are in the German 
empire 3,328,751 inhabitants who speak the Polish language only. Is not 
this fact an obvious proof that no earnest effort has been made on the part 
of the German authorities to “‘ Germanize” the Poles? 

In fact, these enmities were not instigated by the German government, 
but by the Polish agitators. ‘The children were not allowed to learn the 
German language. In the courts of justice witnesses, of whom it was 
known that they were familiar with the German language, refused to 
make statements in the language of the land, and at a military “ control 
review ” a member of the reserves, who has learned the German language 
during active service in the army, answered at the roll call in Polish. 

The Gernian government offers no objection to the children learning 
Polish: it only demands that they likewise learn German; and only pro- 
ceeds against agitators who instigate and further lawlessness. 

Every state may and must demand of all the inhabitants that they 
learn to speak and write the language of the country. If they, however, 
wish to master some other language, there will be no objection. 

The knowledge of different languages is a practical advantage, not 
to speak from the ideal point of view.

=f the crop reports yesterday; in fact, there 


were rains overnight in the Red River val- 
ley to further delay seeding, and there werea 
number of reports from different parts of 
Oklahoma making low estimates of the prob- 
able yield. But there was also no improve- 
ment in the general speculative interest in 
the market. The public has seldom been 
more apathetic, evidently uncertain whether 
the price and the bearish foreign situation 
donot sufficiently offset the crop situation. 

There was selling by those local operators 
who have been the main support of the mar- 
ket on the crop scare news of the last week, 
and there was enough of this to ease the mar- 
ket off ic from the early high point, which 
Was at 4c advance from the previous close 
for the old July. The market sold from 87%c 
to 86%-74c, but rallied an covering to 87Tl¢c 
At the close, a net loss.of %c. Other deliv-. 
erles were ic lower except, the May, which 
lost %c. Trade as a whole was narrow and 
dull. 

The early bullishness on ‘the rdins: north- 
west was tempered by the heavy Australian 
shipments of 2,008,000 bu. Stocks in Europe, 
Argentina, and afloat May 1 were estimated 
at 89,808,000 bu, an increase of 3,694,000 bu 
for the month and 50 per cent larger than at 
the same time a year ago, a showing which 
may have influenced some of the local real- 
izing.

Serious Charges Against Boxboard. 


In the suit brought by John H. \Shutts of 
Pen Yan, N. Y., against the United Boxboard 
company, in which Shutts seeks to have his 
mill returned, there are preferred charges 
against the promoters of the company that 
agreements were violated and large sums of 
money paid in cash contrary to the under- 
standing among the plant owners. The 
Paper Trade has looked up this litigation and 
presents the following: 

‘““A summary of the charges made by 

hutts does not need additional comment. 

he first is that the original agreernent, 
upon which the plants were taken over, 
was violated in the interests of favored per- 
sons. ‘That agreement, known as the ‘red 
agreement,’ provided that stock only be 
given in exchange for plants and good will. 
The promoters, Dean & Shibley, were to re- 
‘ceive 3 per cent of each class of stock drd 
nothing more for their services as bankers. 

“The specific violations which Shutts e}- 
leges are as follows: 

“The payment of $300,000 cash and $375,- 
000 in preferred stock to McEwan Bros.’ 
company in excess of ‘the appraised valua- 
tion. 

“The delivery of notes to the aggregate 
of $2,527,944 in excess of appraisal to the 
Bogota, Derby, Indiana, Somerset, Kenne- 
bec, Peoria, Southern, Stony Brook, Thomp- 
son, Traders’, Utility,.and Consumers’ com- 
panies. 

“ The giving of $300,000 in mortgages to the 
Wabash, Ind., Tytus-Gardner, and Peoria, 
‘Tll., companies in excess of the appraisals. 

“ Dean & Shibley.were. voted $250,000 cash 
in addition to the 3 per cent of both classes 
of stock, their own proposition for the bring-

Bargain in Bonds. 


“The bond issue which was said to have 
been so liberally subscribed when proposed, 
and which was limited to vendor companies, 
thus depriving American Strawboard share- 
hoiders from participation, is shown up in the 
bill.

A few 
of them are inclined to view the movement 
with suspicion because they allege it em- 
anates from the union. The other companies 
declare this is a narrow view, as reform for 
the large cities should include allb classes, re- 
gardiless of outside affiliation.

Frequent Meetings of Husbands 
Make but One of His Cards’ 


Necessary. 


ONDON.—[Snecial Correspondence. }]— 
A distinct departure jn the convention- 
airules of card leaving relates to wives 
leaving their husbands’ cards when 
ealing upon acquaintances and 


‘friends. 
he old custom, and which was universally 
goowed. was fora wife to leave two of her 
pasband’s cards when calling upon a married 
Ie—one card-for the lady called upon, 
one for her husbands This was done on every 
sion of calling, and also when calling 
after dinner parties and dancés; as it was 
considered a politeness to the host to.include 
him in the civility shown to the hostess. 

The new custom as regards leaving a hus- 
ind's card has made its way gradually, 
Witie by little, and has superseded the old 
ope, 80 much so, that the rule is now estab- 
lished, and, with a few exceptions, is In gen- 
eral force. A woman when calling leaves 

of her husband's cards j#for the woman: 
she has called upon, but she does not leave 
ome as formerly for that woman's husband, 
in, when calling after an entertainment 
—gfier a dinner party ora dance—she leaves 
pit one of his cards ina like manner, which 
_gsintended for the wife, and not for her hus- 


band. 
Few Exceptions to Rule. 


One of the exceptions to this new rule is 


wher first calls are made, on which occasion 


s husband's cards are ieft for both husband 
and wife-one card for each; but on suc- 
ceeding calis the new ruic takes effect, that 
of @ne of the husband's carde only. An- 
other exception occurs in county society, in 
far away districts, where calls are made at 
long intervals on account of distance and 
other impediments, and where meetings be- 
{ween men are Of rare occurrence. In these 
the two card custom stil! holds its own, and 
is followed as heretofore. 

The why and wherefore of the change tn 
card leaving is, ostensibly, from the fact that 
men have sO Many more and frequent op- 
pertunities of meeting than of yore. Every- 
thing brings them together and into each 
other's company, and they have no need to 
be reminded of each other's existence or 
whereabouts by meany of cards left by their 
wives. Men who meet in the morning. in the 
afternoon. and in the evening would smile 
derisively if told that cards had beén left for 
them on behalf of those from whom they had 
just parted, either in the house of commons, 
in government offices, on the stock exchange, 


- in city offices, in west end clubs, on the race- 


ssurse, on golf links. In motor cars, in the 
funting field. or where not, and thus little 
wrportunity is given them for evincing their 
wontempt of this phase of card leaving. 


Separate Lives a Cogent Reason. 


Side by side with this cogent reason for 
Wives not leaving their husband's cards, 
there is an undercurrent of social develop- 
ment which has contributed to set on one side 
the former regulation in this respect. Hus- 
Sands and wives in fashionable circles lead 
such separate lives that the friends of the 
wife are often quite unknown to the hus- 
band, and thus the cards are not only not 
left for the husbands of their friends but 
they are not left for the friends themselves. 
Again, when but slightly known to the hus- 


band, his cards ure not left for them. as a 


Seneral rule. The noncurd leaving on the 
part of a wife for her husband does not end 
here. as between intimate friends who call 
frequently upon each other the husband's 
“ards are not left, ulthough he may know 
them equally well and be in the habit of fre- 
Quently meeting them. - 
Young men who leave cards after dinner 
parties and dances leave one for the hostess 
oly. If acquainted with the host they have 
little need to leave cards for him; they meet 
him as before said. here,. there. and every- 
where; and i unacquainted with him they 
equally refrain from leaving cards. After 
a dinner party they cal] upon their hostess; 
after a dance they leave cards for her. A 
man is seldom asked to dine with a man he 
does not know, but he is invariably asked to 
dance at the house of a man who is a 
Stranger to him. and whom he does not come 
-eeross during the evening. ‘The invitation 
ls from the hostess, and for her a card is left. 


Applies to Sisters and Daughters. 


The: sister who is the head.of her brother's 
house should act as would a wife: that is to 
&#y, she should leave her brother's card fora 
woman she may call upon who is known to 

im, but not one fur the husband. save at a 
rst call. Neither should she leave one of 
ris cards for a woman with whom he js un- 
icquainted. After entertainments, if unable 
jo call himself-or leave ecards, the sister could 
n that. case leave cards for him, one for the 
wife, but, again, not one for the husband, 
jnless requested by the brother to do so for 
lim. In‘ecertain circles this is necessary. as 
acknowledgment of hospitality, when dally 
‘eetings are out of the question. 

The foregoing applies to daughters who 
are the heads of their father’s houses equally 
as to sisters, although the father’s cards are 
more frequently left for the women called 
apon than dre the brother’s cards. as the 
one is more likely to be acquainted with them 
than is the other. 


Arrival Cards on Return. 


Cards to announce arrival in town are 
sent or left. When the circle of friends ts 
& large one, a stationer is often intrusted 
to deliver these cards from a list given him 
of the names. addresses, and number of 
rirds to be left at each honse, but this plan 
has its disadvantages, Much reliance has 
te be placed upon the intelHigence of ome 
man, as a mistake in the delivery would oc- 
cusion the miscarryineg of the cards—a thing 
to be avoided. Also the uncertainty as to 
whether a town house is let or occupied by 
the owner; whether it is under repair and 
filled with workmen: or whether it has 
changed hands altogether, has to be reck- 
oned. with in this delivery of cards. In 
smaller circles cards are left by them- 
selves when driving in the afternoon, which 
is less trouble than making a ‘list for a 
stationer or commissionaire, and is also 
more satisfactory, as the information as to 
whether people are*in toWn or not is thus 
acquired.

When the divorce ‘Was granted three copits of the “ argumcnt"’ were signed. One was filed in the records of the church, another 
Joseph F. Smith, and the third was handed to his divorced wife, Levira A. Smith. . 
The marriage was solemnized in 1859. The divorce was granted in 1867. After her divorce Mrs. Smith left Utah, went to Cali- 
fornia, and there obtained a divorce from her husbahd under the laws of that state. 
in 1896 Levira A. Smith died. Her divorced husband, Joseph F. Smith, was at that time an apostle in the Mormon church. Since 
1867 he had wedded five wives, and was in 1896 living with all of them. By them he was the father of forty-two children, twenty-one 
boys and twenty-one girls, and, as he told the senate committec, he was “ proud of every one of them.” When Joseph F. Smith 
learned of the death of his divorced wife he went before the Probate court‘in Salt Lake City and contended that the property left 
by Levira A. Smith shouid fall to him on the ground that he was “ her legal husband and her lawful and sole heir.” 
When the lawyers for the dead woman's estate introduced as evidence the “ civorce agreement” printed above Smith admitted 
that his signature was genuine, but insisted that in spite of that fact a church document could have no weight in a court of law. 
Theédefense then confronted Smith with the divorce certificat> granted the dead woman by the state of California. Smith insisted 
that as he had never lived in California the divorce obtained there was invelid. 
1869 to 1806 he had contributed nothing to his divorced wife's

Thousands of Unorganized Work- 
ers Sympathize with the La- 
-bor Movement. 


HERE are 2,000,000 organized union 


employés of all the crafts in the coun- 

try, against all] the other workers in 

all the other similar positions in the 

world of production in this United 
States. But even admitting that the union- 
ized workers are in the minority, the student 
of conditions from the organized point of 
view will not recognize that union labor’s 
voice is only 2,000,000 strong. , 

“One must look for the union sentiment 
that exists outside the unions,’" said a Chi- 
cago authority on the subject. Thousands 
of workingmen who are not organized have 
all sympathy with organized labor. There 
are places where the union movement has 
not taken hold and where these sympathizers 
with the union movement have Mad no 
chance to join. In the great cities there are 
individual conditions confronting a man 
where he finds it Inexpedient for him to en- 
roll his name with a union, but who at t.e 
same time is a stanch supporter of the union 
principle. 


“ Union sentiments are forces scarcely less “ 


than union memberships, and when these 
are considered and taken into account, per- 
haps no one could estimate che strength of 
organized labor in the United atates. When 
it comes to labor that is not organized, the 
factory workers are most numerous. This 
lack of organization extends through fac- 
tories of a!! kinds and in all sections of the 
country. In shoe factories and textile fac- 
tories this is especially noticeable. As to 
organization of these workers, they are the 
hardest to reach. Some of them are now 
earning such pittances at machines that the 
suggestion of union dues discredits a union 
in 9 moment as something to which they can 
not to contribute.

In WATCHING a “ book play,’’ which specta- 
tor derives the larger measure of enjoyment

Book Play. 
who has Does 
not the patron who is 
familiar with the novel enter the theater so 
uneonsclously prejudiced that the play is 
aimost certain to prove unsatisfactory to 
him? That he does is believed. The reason 
is not difficult to discover. Any one who 
reads with anything approaching under- 
standing or care involuntarily forms a men- 
tal picture of the different characters drawn 
by the author. The written word is chiefly. 
responsible for this. 

But part of it also is due to that peculiar 
and subtle mental process which causes us 
to personify any individual whose name is 
mentioned in our presence. Persons whom 
we never have seen come to have certain 

_ physical attributes which may prove to be 
widely different from the actual. All of us 
have had the experience of meeting some one 
of whom we have heard but whom we never 
have seen, and being surprised to find “ he 

* doesn’t look at all as I had expected.” We 
unconsciously have built up a personality 
around a name. And in reading this mental 

ess comes strongly to the aid of the 
sriter’s descriptions. The personages in 
the book take on form, and, being before our 
mind’s eye and with these mental! pictures, 
we enter the theater to see the story of the 
book visualized and materialized before us. 

The hero enters. He probably is entirely 
different in appearance from what we had 
expected. Disappointment results. Certain 
ecenés that had deeply impressed us in the 
novel are omitted from the play for goodand 
sufficient theatrical reasons. Again we are 
disappointed. We lose sight of the value of 
the play as ‘such, and condemn because we 
are not given a visualization of the novel. 


THAT MANY ‘“‘ book plays” are valueless 
need not be proved—the fact too frequently

novel and they forget to look for the play. 
Could Mr. Wister cause the readers of his 
book to forget what he had written and lead 
them into the theater with minds unpreju- 
diced by that writing he would find fewer 
persons who condemned and more who com- 
mended. For * The Virginian ’’ is a play of 
considerable strength. The man who could 
fashion that third act—and Mr. Wister ac-

+ It was then learned that ever since his 
, boyhood the young man could see color in 
the sound of the human voice. After his 
attack of the measles all kinds of sounds 
‘were translated into color after reaching 
his brain. He could hear no definite sound 
without at the same time sensing a definite 
color or combination of defihite colors. 
* Dr. Ulrich discovered other strange things 
(in the sensations of his patient, and for 
threé years he has been making continuous 
tests and experiments, the results of which 
he has now given to the scientific world. 
Wowel Sounds Prodiice Intense Colors. 
The most intense colors the young man 
can see are those produced before his eyes 
when. he hears the sound of the vowels. 
When the letter “a’”’ is sounded he per- 
ceivées a brilliant green, but at the same time 
he has a sensation as of feeling some- 
thing cold and smooth, such as glass. The 
sound of the letter ‘“‘e” produces several 
‘varying colors before his eyes, but particu- 
larly yellow or shades of yellow. The letter 
'* 4” gives him a sensation of dark color, “‘o” 
ig representéd by a bright red, “u” is a 
dark green, and “y’’ is white. 
When he looks at these letters in print he 
gees- colors corresponding with those he sees 
when the letters are sounded, but much less 
vividly. These results were obtained by ex- 
periments chiefly made with the human voice. 
But the young Swiss perceives different 
colors in the cries of different animals. The 
cry of a dog produces for him a sensation 
of yellow: when he hears the cry of a black- 
bird he perceives a red color; the raven’s 
voice flashes a color of green before his eyes; 
the low of a cow is followed by the percep- 
tion of indigo, while the bleat of a sheep 
_gives him an impression of yellow. 


Three Senses Interchangeable. 
Remarkable as all this may be, the young 
1Swiss seems to-have in his brain some 
strange faculty by which almost all the 
senses seem to be convertible one into an- 
Other, and this faculty rendered the best 
and most conclusively positive results in the 


experiments, for it left him entirely in the ; 


hands of the experimenter. 

In his brain the senses of form, color, and 
sound are interchangeable. In other words, 
he can feel the quality of roundnese in a 

“sound, of squareness or roundness in a color, 
of color in roundness or squareness, and of 
sound in roundness or squareness. He not 

;only sees a sound and hears a color, but he 
sees and hears the shape or form of things. 
For example, for him a circle produces a 
sensation of red, and when he smells iodo- 
form he can see a bright red color and per- 
ceive, at the same time, a sour or bitter sour 
taste. When he touches a cold object he can 
See a green color, and he sees a red color 


Are All Senses Forms of Touch? 

Dr.. Ulrich brings all these interesting 
facts forward as proof that all the five 
genses are really but different. forms of 
one and the same sense—that is, touch. The 
entire business, it is claimed, is done in the 
Drain where the different centers controlling 
the sensations act like a switchboard upon 
which no*codrdinated method is at work. 
So that the sense of roundness, when a 
round object is seen or felt, is carried to the 
Drain and there, by misplaced switches of 
the gray matter, is converted into color, 
sound, or even smell and taste.

A common example quoted of this. inter- 
¢*ting interchange or transformation is the 
quite familiar sensation of coldness that 
Some persons feel when they hear the creak- 
jing of a slate pencil upon a slate.

for it. In recent years a great deal of atten- 
tion has been paid to the clearing out of 
undesirable growth, so that now a hay that 
readily sells for feed is produced. After the 
crop has been cut off during the cutting sea- 
son, which runs from June to October, the 
second crop is allowed to grow and to stand 
all winter. In the spring it is fired and the 
meadows are swept clear of this growth, 
giving the new grass a chance to get a stand. 
In former years the growth was tall, but 
now it is little higher than clover when the 
machines are turned into it. 

The harvesting of the marsh hay engages 
a large force of help. In the height of the 


.peason six mowers are at work. There are 


two gangs of hands, aggregating thirty in 
number. One gang cuts and windrows the 
product, while the other hauls and stacks it. 
In some instances it is baled from the wind- 
row. The baling machine is operated by a 
portable engine. If it is hauled to the stack 
it is conveyed on an immense two horse 
rake and lifted to the stack by machinery. 
The hay press will turn out all the way from 
450 to $650 bales a day, and these will weigh 
in the aggregate from eighteen to twenty- 
two tons.

This is sold for packing purposes, and is 
sent to a large number of glass and other 
factories. By far the larger proportion is 
utilized for feed. Some is sent to the big 
distilleries that feed cattle from the slops, 
and the wild hay is used to give roughness 
to the feed. ) 

During the absence of the owner of the 
meadows the haying operations are under 
the supervision of G. W. Cummings and his 
two sons, George and William. One of the 
boys directs the cutting and raking, while 
the other is in charge of the stacking gang. 
It requires two good sized dwellings to feed 
and lodge the help needed the year around. 
This part of the work is cared for by Mrs. 
Cummings and her daughter. 

In pressing the product of the meadows 
the gangs will turn out almost a bale a min- 
ute. They press two good sized stacks ina 
day. All the way from .145 to 175. cars of 
eleven tons each are shipped annually.

The babes and their mothers—and fathers—are also 
saved to each other daily, the babies being kept alive, well, 
and happy through and during the critical first year of in- 
fantile existence, preserved in and under good health and 
conditions, while the parents, who must otherwise yield them 
to strangers, strive and work and struggle to make for them 
a later home. 
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Another phase of the good work carried on by the Matera- 
ity hospital is that of training nursemaids especialiy to pre- 
vent and obviate the sad incidents and e-cidents that, the 
result of ignoranee and leck of training, sometimes wreck 
the future lives of babies born to well to do and even wealthy 
parents. One whele year of training. is exacted from and 
given to the young wemen who desire to take up the work of 
the trained nufse maid or nursery attendant, and they are 
taught and shown how practically, hygienically, and per- 
fectly to care for and tend a young baby from the moment 
when the trained nurse yields it. There is great demand for 
such skilled, and reliable, and refined nurses among progress- 
ive and financially fortunate people, and never a day passes 
but demands reach the Chicago Maternity hospital for the 


trained nursemaids, whom they can but inadequately supply.

On Now.

world. Chicago is the great clearing 
nouse for the tramps It is the focal point for 
the annual migrations from west to east, and 
east to west. Incidentally it has its 
own winter habitations for many of these 
men, who seem to have no other purpose4n 
life than to listen to the clank of the bumpers 
as they make their pilgrimages. 

Of late years, however, Chicago has not 
peen all that it has been in time past for 
the tramp. When the police stations opened 
wide in every spell of cold and when the 
tramp could come in and sleep unquestioned 
end go his way in the morning to the barrel 
house or the beer saloon where the “ largest 


cago ag @ winter resort was in its heyday. 


Different from “‘Good Old Days.” 
But primarily the bureau of charities be- 
gan to make the way of the tramp hard in 
Chicago by exposing his methods at back 
doors, and by the distribution of cards to 
householders by which the mendicant was 
directed to the quickest place to get real 
help on a business basis. The municipal 
lodging house came into being, with its in- 
quisitory methods and its requirements, 
against which the professional man of the 
road rebelled in voice and spirit. Then the 
police stations closed their cell doors against 
the hobo, save as he became the prisoner of 
the police, and, altogether, the city has be- 
eme unusually uninviitng to the tramp. 
Te “lodging house vote ” is not in demand 
asit once was, and a good many of the op- 
unities of a nature not to offend the 
esthetic tastes of the hobo have gone glim- 


mering. 

The Chicago barre] house, in the main, Is 
not as considerate as it once was regarding 
‘the comforts of the hibernating tramp. There 
is an unconfirmed story of one of the houses 
on the west side which objected last winter 
to having the sawdust covered floor piled 
high with sleepers, as in years past. To 
remedy the condition the proprietor exacted 
that each sleeper should be a patron of the 
house's bar, and that to sleep in the place he 
should pay for his *“‘ bed.’”” The bed was an 
inch and a half rope stretched in parallel 
lines aS near as possible to the stove, and 
the sleeper was given a chair in which he 
could sit, bending forward and laying his 
face into his folded arms as they rested on 
the tight rope. Sometimes forty men would 
be lined up to the rope before midnight, and 
when day came the bartender proceeded to 
awake his lodgers by smiting on the rope 
with a baseball bat. 


Decreasing in Numbers. 


_ In spite of the intense and long drawn cold 


of the past winter Chicago had fewer 
tramps than in years before. ‘They have not 
been a noticeable portion of the population 
in their old haunts, but just now any warm 
day shows that-along the railway lines the 
hosts are beginning to move... Their move- 
ments are away from the city,or else into it 
from the east, only to pass out again to the 
west. Generally speaking the trains’ crews 
do not bother these passengers. It is time 
thrown away and.there may be considerable 
“personal risk ina’ Brakeman or twaattempt- 
ing to throw bunch ofthese tramps out. 
An lowa court teeently ruled that a railway 
employé was net justified in throwing a 
‘tramp off a moving train and to stop the 
train for the purpose would lead only to the 
tramp’s jumpmg on again as soon as the 
train,was under way. 
Geographically: the tramp belt has been 
moving westward in the last few years. The 
time was when Illinois was in the center of 
it whereas its meridian line is now west of 
the central portions of Missouri. Just 
enough civilization and population without 
too much of either is the tramp’s ideal. When 
populations have brought about the sharp 
conditions of competition and organization 
the tramp finds himself in hard lines. Be- 
tween the milistones of a fixed population 
and a keen competition he has no place but 
to be ground to powder. He can hide in the 
big cities in thé winter season, but with the 
‘spring both his desires and his necessities 
force him to move to the green country. 


Best Havens in Summer. 


The ideal tramp town is a division terminal 
for two or three raliroads, where the popula- 
tion is not large enough for an adequate 
police force. A town marshal who may have 
one night assistant, in a town of 5,000 to 7,000 
population, will afford the tramp about the 
measure of protection that he needs, and 
with his beggings and small stealings and 
he moves as he likes the 
summer through. Railroad trains are always 
at hand when a quiet departure may be de- 
rere and in such a town the tramp will 

nd the’ widest opportunities and the great- 
est degree of toleration. A small village 
and a big farm in the central west alike have 
become intolerant of him. In the harvest 
season especially the demands of the farm- 
ers for workers in the field are such that 
the villager and the farmer, too. are in moods 
o let the tramp starve rather than feed 

m. 

At the same time in these rura 
the tramp who cares to play the seauneotine

Beauty Wins Them 
Trip to St. Louts. 


Voting Contests to Send Hundreds of 
Girls to Exposition. 


-pyESTERN ranchmen, business men, 
‘and clerks in the prosperous towns 
“of the middle west would like to 

find wives in the Fox valley of 

Illinois. They have expressed a 
desire to take them from among the small 
army of shop girls who are earning their own 
way in the busy world. 

Long Yefore this offer was made, it had 
gone forth far and wide that the prettiest 
and the brainiest girls of the industrial world 
belonged to the beautiful prairie land 
through which the historic Fox courses its 
way, so when the offer reached the valley it 
was nothing more than the expected that 
had taken place. 

During the winter some of the girls in 
Aurora were locked out of work by the oper- 
ations of the strike. The reports of the 
trouble traveled many hundreds of miles and 
more than half of the nation knew what 
was taking place in the Fox river metropolis. 
One day one of the town officials received a 
letter from Nebraska saying that he had 
been keeping track of the troubles of the. 
shop girls, and he would do his part in the 
matter of helping to take care of them in this 
season of their adversity. He owned a large 
farm and he would marry any good, honest 
girl that the mayor would pick out. There 
were more letters of this kind, and from 
them Cupid has already made himself busy. 

All of this brings out the fact shat the 
Fox valley shops have furnished more good, 
honest, industrious girls for wives than any 
other section of country in the middie west. 
They are employed in Aurora, Geneva, St. 
Charles, and Elgin. All of these towns are 
connected by the Higin, Aurora and South- 
ern trolley line, and they go back and forth, 
working, some of them, in their own town, 
and others in the concerns of the other places. 
They make corsets in Aurora, work in the 
starch factory at Geneva, condense and can 
milk in St. Charles, and several hundred 
are making watch movements in Elgin. 

When the evening whistles blow, the hives 
of the various localities turn out a collection 
ef young women among which few sensible 
men would have trouble in picking a wife. 


UNDREDS of young women in the 
near Chicago towns will go to the 
Louisiana purchase exposition on 
their own popularity and. their good 
looks. The daily and weekly news- 

papers of the larger towns are the mediums 
through which a rare treat will be furnished 
to many deserving girls. There is scarcely 
a town of any size within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago in which a publisher is not offering to 
send one or more girls as the result of a 
yoting comtest carried on through his paper. 

In Indiana a single promoter has a score 
or more of these contests on hand. He goes 
to a city of reasonable size where there isa 
daily paper and proceeds to find out who the 
pretty and popular girls are, and then he 
proposes to the local paper to hold a voti 
contest for the benefit of the good looki 
girl and the publisher's circulation. 

The publisher agreeing, the promoter 
broaches the project to the young woman, 
and of course she is delighted to accept. In 
some itistances young men become candi- 
dates, but nine times in ten the only desired 
recipient of the votes of the city people isa 
girl who is supposed to be the most popular in 
the town. In other instances a prospective 
bridal pair is voted on, the pair receiving the 
most votes to have a trip to St. Louis. 

There are a number of instances in which 
schoolma’ams will be sent to the big show 
as the result of a voting contest. The scheme 
works up an immense amount of interest and 
not a little trouble for the people who take 
sides and get beyond the limit of . good 
naturedness. Feeling being worked up, votes 
grow to an immense figure, and the publisher 
runs his subscription ahead for several years 
or adds greatly to his circulation. In some 
instances where a couple of pretty girls are 
contesting for the prize the advance paid 
subscriptions to a paper is run ahead as 
many as twenty years. 

Another plan by which many pretty and 
brainy girls will see the fair free of cost is 
the guessing match. The girls guess how 
many beans are in a jar or how many grains 
of corn on a number of ears. Recently an 
Indiana man offered a free trip and the cost 


of the marriage license to the couple who 
would guess nearest to the number of 
feathers on the body of a Plymouth Rock 
rooster. The bird was imprisoned in a show 
window where everybody could get a good 
look at him, and around thiis cage stood more 
girls, blushing prospective brides, and close,

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WORLD WAYS. 


Men Furnish Brawn for City’s In- 
dustries and Women Are 
Model Housewives. 


OHEMIANS to the number of 100,224 
were living in Chicago in 1900, accord- 
ing to the last census, but no doubt 
the number was much larger, as many 
are erroneously classified as *‘ Aus- 

trians.’”” About 125,000/would be a conserva- 
_tive estimate of their number at the present 
'time. Furnishing the brawn and sinews in 
, the industrial districts, the Bohemians form 
an important part of the population of Chi- 
cago. 

“ They aré prone.to settle in communities, 
and Weet Chicago is their principal strong- 
hold. From Halsted street, on the east, to 
California avenue, on the west, and from 
Twelfth street, on the north, to the river 
south, these people predominate, but it is In 
“the neighborhood of West Eighteenth street 
and Center and Blue Island avenues, which 
district has been named “ Pilsen” after a 
town in Bohemia, that the best examples of 
their modes of living are found. 


Majority Recent Settlers. 

i The bulk of the Bohemian population is 
composed of those whoimmigrated here from 
their native country wfhin the last twenty- 
five years, and, although as a rule the Bo- 
hemian immigrants accustom themselves 


and the majority readily learn the English 
language, they yet form a distinct class as 
compared with the American born genera- 
tion, in that they retain some of the char- 
acteristic habits of theirold home. They like 
to congregate in groups on the streets for a 
friendly chat, and visits from one family to 
another oftentimes terminate on the front 
porch or steps of their home, where they feel 
as much at ease asif in their parlors. They 
are much in love with music and dancing, 
particularly round dances, and in conversa- 
tion are unconventional to the point of to- 
tal disregard of personalities. 

The older women cling tenaciously to the 


prevalent in their native land, the character- 
istic features of which are simplicity and 
colors. The proper headgear, according to 
native Bohemian fashion, is a fine silk or 
satin medium sized shawl, usually in gay 
colors. This part of the dress is acknowl- 
edged to be uncomfortable compared with the 
American style, and the hat soon replacesit.

A 
wooden vessel of the size of a small candy 
pail, well polished on the inside, is used in 
which to make the dough. The first batter 
is made to rise by the use of yeast, and from 
it @ smal! quantity is left in the vessel to 
produce fermentation of the second batch. 

efore mixing the dough each time the pail 
is thoroughly rinsed with hot water and after 
the hatter is prepared it is put insome warm 
place to help the rising. Bread thus pre- 
pared is of exceedingly fine flavor, and nearly 
every housewife bakes bread for home use,

The 
highest Bohemian institution of learning is 
the St. Prokopius college at Lisle, Ill., which 
offers thorough preparatory and collegiate 
courses. The oldest Bohemian parish is the 
St. Wenceslaus qn De Koven street, founded 
in 1863, where: a church was built in 1865, 
but the largest church is the St. Prokopius, 
on the corner of West Eighteenth and All- 
port streets. This parish is in charge ofthe 
Benedictine fathers, who have there a large 
convent, with the Rt. Rev. Nepomuk Jaeger 
as abbot. 


Have Own Daily Paper. 


The priests and brothers of the order con- 
duct a large printing establishment and pub- 
lish daily, semi-weekly, and bi-weekly pa- 
pers, and a children’s weekly, besides nu- 
merous books, calendars, and other publica- 
tions, mostly religious. At the school in 
this parish 1,100 pupils are instructed in bot 
Bohemian and English. . 

Mutual insurance and benevolent societies 
thrive here, and there are fifteen men’s mu- 
tual insurance societies, ten women’s so- 
cieties, a number of children’s sodalities, two 
charity organizations called St. Vincent de 
Paul societies, one literary, and three dra- 
matic and singing societies, besides a number 
of social clubs and circles. The insurance 
societies branches of several different 
organizations extending all over the country. 
The women's societies, excepting the yourg 
women’s sodalities, are all branches of the 
‘Women’s Central Catholic union. Recently 


direction of the St. Vincent de Paul societies, 
a labor agency for the unemployed, particu- 
larly those who arrive from Europe and have 
difficulty in finding suitable employment, as 
well as employers who are in need of help. 
Much good is expected from this movement. 

A little farther-west, on Paulina street, be- 
tween Eighteenth and Nineteenth, is St. 
Vitus’ parish. Two priests of the Benedictine 
order direct its spiritual affairs. This com- 
munity has just re tly built a spacious and 
beautiful school adjoining the church, where 
both the Bohen@an and English languages 
are taught. 


/One-Third Differ in Religion. 


There are among the Bohemians in Chicago 
two other classes, from a religious stand- 
point—viz.: those who profess the Protestant 
faith and those who are opposed to religious 
services of any kind. The latter are few, 
however, and confined chiefly to those Cath- 
olics who have gradually become lax in their 
religious duties and finally disclaimed their 
former convictions. They are not system- 
atically organized nor are they in harmony 
among themselves in their ideas on ethics, 
because of the lack of any set rules or prin- 
ciples. They publish two or three reputable 
papers, maintain one independent school near 
Center avenue and Eighteenth street, and a 
number of mutual benefit societies have been 
Organized. The Protestant class has two or 
three chapels, one in Loomis, near Nine- 
teenth street, and one in Throop, near Six- 
teenth street. These two elements are clpse- 
ly identified with each other in all social and 
public functions of non-Catholic character 
and comprise together about one-third of the 
total Bohemian population. 

Politically the Bohemians in this section, 
comprising the Tenth and Eleventh wards, 

gre inclined generally to the democratic side, 
the Tenth ward being at this time repre- 
genteg in the city council by two democratic 
Bohemian aldermen. Last year the Tenth 
ward taxpayers organized a Citizens’ club 
for the protection and advancement of their 
rights and for mutual assistance in maintain- 
ine order, public improvements, etc. This 
club has secured through timely recommen- 
dations to the city council a numberof im-

But just for my own satisfaction I 
must say that I’m gled-to know one place 
at least where a man stands no show of being 
ghoved aside to make room for his energetic 
sister. A true wonren may rightly be proud 
of being a poor credit man, however, because 
it merely shows that she has too much faith 
in mankind, and can’t prevent herself from 
being affected by a good hard luck story. 
She doesn’t have to believe it to be carried 
away by it, for her heart gets the better of 
her head im spite of herself. The result is 
that she extends a long line of credit to cus- 
tomers that aren’t a safe risk and the house 
euffers for it. 


Beyond Woman’s Power. 


“I was reminded of this noted point of 
weakness in the feminine business equip- 
ment by seeing that the Federal bank, which 
has just failed in New York, had a woman 
to pass upon its credits and discounts for 
the last four years. I don’t wonder that 
there was a smashup. From my experience 
and observation-1i have found this job is be- 
yond the natural powers of a woman just 
as much as freight handling and other work 
requiring a man’s physique. It doesn’t mat- 
ter what kind of a womnan she is, either. It’s 
just the same whether she has been tested 
by years af experienes in confidential com- 
mercial affairs, or whether she has been 
merely a cog in the bookkeeping machinery 
of the firm. Many men have stenographers 
who have been with them for so long that 
almost all the inner secrets of the house are 
necessarily known to them. And I think the 
fact that this knowledze is sacredly guarded 
should do a great deal to kill the old super- 
stition about a woman’s inability to keepa 
gecret. It is women who mount guard inthe 
outer offices of John D. Rockefeller and H. H. 
Rogers and decide what is important enough 
to go into the inner sanctum. Just think 
of the responsibility of a position like that 
and of the fortunes that could be made 
by betraying some of the knowledge that 
accompanies it.

the second son of John Alden and Priscilla 
Mullens, his wife. Thus the child is the 
great-great- -great-great-great-great - great- 
great-grandchild of the young Puritan of 
whom Priscilla tremulously inquired: “* Why 
don’t you speak for yourself, John?” 

The descendants of John Alden by this 
time are almost as numberless as the sands 
of the sea. John and Priscilla had foursons 
and four daughters (one of the latter, Sarah, 
married Alexander, eldest son of Capt. Miles 
Standish), and the fashion of that time, as 
of all colonial periods, was to marry and 
have large families. Joseph, second son of 
John and head of the first generation of the 
line to which Baby Winifred belongs, had 
\ only five children, but two of Joseph's sons 
had ten children each. Four of the eight 
children of John and Priscilla were daugh- 
ters, whose posterity would not belong to

unions have quite as much Alden blood in 
their veins as if they bore the Alden name. 


Multitude of Alden Descendants. 


Many books have been written concerning 
the Aldens and their descendants, and the 
flourishing society of the ‘‘ Alden Kindred ”’ 
has listed the names: of thousands of de- 
scendants, whose forbears took the trouble 
to keep the records oftheirdescent. Butthe 
names of those recorded by the “‘ Alden Kin- 
éred’’ society, and those others who know 
of such descent but are not recorded, can 
form but the merest fraction of the multi- 
tude who came from that Puritan steck—and 
from other stock. The family is spreading 
out Hke a mighty fan, as the history to date 
of the descendants of Mary Byram Day 
shows, for she Is but one of thousands of the 
females of Alden blood who have married 
and had families of their own in the 280 orso 
years since John and Priscilla were married. 

If it is true that John Alden’s posterity 
may be likened to a fan because of its ever- 
increasing volume, it is no less true that the 
ancestry of Baby Winifred, his descendant— 
or that of any other person—epreads out in 
the same amazingly rapid, fanlike way the 
farther back one goes in the generations. 

It is 805 years since John Alden was born. 
(1599—he was married to Priscilla in 1628), 
and Httle Winifred is of thé tenth generation 
of his descendants. This gives an average 
of 80% years to the generation. The child 
had 2 parents, 4 grandparents, 8 great-grand- 
parents, 16 great-great-grandparents, etc. 
The number of ancestors in the fifth genera- 
tion back {is double that of the fourth: the 
number of ancestors in the sixth generation 
back is double that of the fifth, and so on. 
By doubling the number thus we find that 
Winifred had 1,024 ancestors (providing 
there have been no family intermarriages) 
at the time of John Alden’s generation—512 
couples—each one as truly her progenitor as 
John or Priscilla. 

The following table is based on the uns 
likely supposition that the generations of the 
child’s ancestors were just thirty and one- 
half years apart and that there were no in- 
termarriages. As this is a table of Wini- 
fre@’s ancestors John Alden belongs to the 
tenth réneration, for'this time we are count- 
ing back:

That is to say, at about the time when John 
Alden of Plymouth assisted Priscilla to her 
pillion on his snow. white bull Raghorn and 
took her to his newly prepared home, some 
511 other young men and an equal number 
of young women were courting and marry- 
ing and rearing children, unconsciously pré- 
paring to become ancestors of little Winifred 
Alden, who would not be born for nearly 300 
years. The number of ancestors she has had 
in that period—always supposing there have 
been no intermarriages of relatives—is 2,046. 
But the number of her kindred—the brothers 
and sisters of her ancestors and their de- 
scendants—who could compute it? 

These figures are for only ten generations, 
with an average of about thirty years to the 
generation. At the same ratio, providing 
there were ng intermarriages, the number of 
Winifred’s ancestors living in the year 1000 
would be 1,073,741,824. If one should con- 
tinue the calculation to the beginning of tha 
Christian era the number would be much 
larger than the entire population of the worl: 
since its beginning.

Now reverse the process again and see 
how easily race suicide may be accomplished 
if the tendency toward small families in- 
creases.

If that and 
succeeding generations follow the samerule, 
in about 900 years the human race will have 
adwindled down to one person.

If he wants to go up 
to the tenth or twentieth floor of any of his 
mighty skyscrapers that have not yet fallen 
into ruins he will have to walk up, for the 
last élevator man—one of his ancestors—has 
long been dead, probably, and so have t 
other ancestors belonging to him who ran 
the engines, and mined the coal, amd swept

The ordheres adjoins on the eas* 
the new building of the First National bank, 
and the proposed new building is expected to 
cost’ about $200,000, | 

The property is owned by the Jennings-es-' 
tate, and was leased in 1884+to L. C. Straight, 
acting for the Pecks, for a term of, ninety- 
nine years at an annua! rental of $8,000. It 


was valued by the board of review last yeer | 


at $399,760. 

Title to the Lexington hotel and leasehold 
will pass in a few days to the Lexington com- 
pany; which now owns the furniture, and

to the Ross Hotel company, of which George 
B. Ross is the president and manager. The 
ground is owned by Thomas R, Lyon, and is, 
under a lease for ninety-nine years from 
May 1.

A lease of the week was especially inter- 
esting by reason of the fact that the lessce 
was the firm of Chapin & Gore, which has 
so long occupied the premises at 73-75 Mon- 
roe street.

SUPERINTENDENT GIVES SCHOOL 
PRINCIPALS A LECTURE. 


Declares They Do Net Take Sufficient 
Interest in Their Organizations and 
Committee Meetings and That the 
Yeachers Are Doing Better Work 
and Making More Progress in Edu- 
cational Affairs—Urged to Support 
“Sane Fourth of July” Plan. 


In a heart to heart talk, such as papa has 
with Willie before applying the _ slipper, 
Supt. Cooley told the public school principals 
yesterday that the public school teachers 
are doing better work than they. Then he 
figuratively applied the slipper. He told the 
principals that they were not taking enough 
interest in their work and must improve. 

“‘I have something to say to you,’’ began 
Supt. Cooley, ‘‘ something that has been on 
my mind for some time and I had better say 
it now. It is that the work ofthe teachers is 
better than that of the principals in the point 
of taking an interest in their organizations 
and committee meetings. About 90 per cent 
of the teachers are doing something for 
their educational advancement, while only 
about 60 per cent of the principals are tak- 
ing a similar interest. The principals ought 
to wake up.”’ 


Will Aid “a Rational Fourth.” 


Codperation of the principals in the effort 
to secure a “ sane andrational celebration of 
the fourth,”’ was asked by Col. George Fab- 
yan and Isaac Miller Hamilton. The state- 
ment made by Jacob Riis that Chicago is 
neglecting its boys was denied. 

Supt. Cooley urged the principals to exert 
their influence with the school boys in advan- 
cing the work of the Chicago Amusement as- 
sociation. 

Want a Change in System. 

A report of a committee of principals was 
adopted to take up with the board of Educa- 
tion the following question: 

Vaccination of pupils to be done at the physi- 
cian’s office instead of at the public schools. 

Janitors to scrub every schoolroom once a week 
for the cleanliness and safety of the schools. 

All communications to the principals to gnd from 
the different departments of the board of education 
should go through Supt. Cooley. 

-All supplemental reading books of the schools 
belonging to the bogrd of education should be so 
stamped on the title page and have paper backs 
for protection. 

New system be adopted for school enrollment 
cards, trahsfer cards, and school reports.

Cooley made a report to the buildings 
and grounds committee of the districts which 
he considered needed additional school fac- 
ilities, either new buildings or additions. The 
following list ig in the order that Supt.

BROTHER AND LOVER DE. 


SAILORS KILLED: ON MISSOURI 
BOUND BY UNUSUAL TIES. 


Had Been Chums at School, Mates 
" Aboard Ship, and Planned to Be 
Nearer at End of Service — Won 
Name ef “Damon and Pythias” of 
the Navy—Sister of One the Other's 
Sweetheart—Sad End of a Happy Ro- 
mance. 


Washington, D. C., May 7—One of the 
most pathetic incidents of the recent Mis- 
souri disaster was the killing. as they prob- 
ably stood side by side, of Midshipman 
Thomas Ward Jr. and W. E. T. Neumann, 
the explosion at the same time ending a sad 
romance. The brave Neumann had some 
time previously met and fallen in love with 
his friend’s sister, who had promised to be- 
come his wife shortly before being suddenly 
stricken in the terrible disaster. The de- 
voted friendship of these two sailors was of 
a most unusual ndture in these matter of 
fact times, and continually reminded their 
friends of the ancient story of Damon. and 
Pythias. 

The friendship, covering several years, had 
attracted attention not only on the Missouri 
but throughout the United States navy, and 
to the secretary himself it was not unknown. 
Indeed, there was that manliness about it 
that appealed to all observers and made one 
remember that at one time at least the whole 
world was akin. 


Were Close as Brothers. 


They entered the Naval academy the same 
year, Ward a few months before Neumann, 
and all during their course at Annapolis 
were inseparable. They shared each other's 
joys and sorrows and were closer than broth- 
ers. They both completed their four years’ 
course at the academy in 1903, but mofths 
before this time came they had been planning 
to obtain, if possible, assignments to the 
same ship. 

Through the influence of superior officers, 
who had noted and admired the frank and 
manly devotion the young men had for each 
other, thisdong cherished wish was realized, 
and they were both assigned to the Missouri, 
andi on Feb. 21 and Neumann on Feb. 28, 

As a natura] consequehice of the close rela- 
tions of the two sailors, Midshipman Neu- 
mann was introduced to and finally fell in 
love with Miss Ward, as handsome and ar- 
dent a sweetheart as eyer a brave sailor lad 
dared to claim when in port and to dream of 
and toast when at sea. 

“ The engagement of Neumann and Miss 
Ward naturally brought the two men closer 
than ever before, and their friendship dur- 
ing their service on the Missouri was more 
marked even than during their years at the 
academy. 

Midshipman Ward tuo the son of Gen. 
Ward of Oswego, N. Y., and through the for- 
-mer’s request the navy department sent the’ 
body of Midshipman Neumann to Oswego 
together with that of young Ward, both 
bodies, at the conclusion of the funeral éere- 
monies, being interred side by side in the 
naval cemetery at Annapolis. : 


Sad End of Happy Romance. —

TRADE AGREEMENT BEST, 


Tells Executive Committee of National 
Civie Federation That Arbitration 
Is Better than Strikes, but Is Far 
from Satisfactory—Outsiders Do Not 
Understand Conditions, and Their 
Verdicts Do Not Please wither Em- 
ployer or Employe. 


New York, May 7.—The joint trade agree- 
ment which the late M. A. Hanna believed 
to be the solution of the present labor ques- 


tion, found an advocate before. the executive . 


committee of the National Civic, federation 
today in John Mitchell, president of the 
miners. - 

of The idea of the joint trade agreement is 
the ‘essence of trade unionism,” ‘he said. 
“We have now-350,000 men working under 
conditions which are fi by joint agree- 
ment. We.adjust all differences now by 
agreements: we leave’no question to arbitra- 
tion; arbitration is — to strikes— 
that is all. 


Arbitration Is Unisatisfactory. 
*“ Outsiders called in have said they didnot 


understand conditions, and the result of the 


arbitration has been unsatisfactory to both 
employers and employés. 

‘*T believe in strikes. I algo believe in lock- 
outs. Neither side must surrender either one 
of these rights. But I. believe neither thing 
should be resorted to until each side has ex- 
hausted every peaceful means for settlement. 

‘*‘ Nothing can make so much for induStrial 
peace as the recognition of the interdepend- 
ence of labor.and capital. 

*‘ Officers of the companies have opened 
their books to me frequently when there was 
some question of the returns made. We 
know what the operators are making, and in 
this way we have come closer together. We 
believe’ the answer to all questions is- the 
trade agreement.”’ 


Vital Principles Not Arbitrable. 


In reply to questions put to him by mem-*‘ & 


bers of the federation, Mr. Mitchell said that 
under no circumstances would he consent to 
the arbitration of some fundamental ques- 
tions. He would never consent to arbitrate 
the eight hour workday or his right to belong 
to a union. 

As an instance of his position on the ques- 
tion of arbitration he cited a case where he 
had advised the miners in Kentucky to 
accept a wage reduction of 4% per cent rather 
than accept arbitration, which the employers 
were perfectly willing togrant. He believed 
this preferable to having outsiders come in 
to adjust affairs which they did not under- 
stand. 

Longshoremen for Agreements. 


Daniel J. Keefe, president of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen, Marine and Transport 
Workers’ association, said that during the 
last year the vast organization which he rep- 
resents has only had one case of arbitration. 
His union. has found it best to treat directly 
with employers, and their efforts in this di- 
rection have been uniformly successful. 

The object of today’s meeting was the 
discussion of the proposition of joint trade 
agreements. 

Francis L. Robbins, president of the Pitts- 
burg Coal company, who presided, opened 
the meeting with an address on the bitumin- 
ous coal interests. Mr. Robbins said that 
no body of laborers, unless the longshore- 
men, were so well qualified as the soft coal 
miners to speak of the virtue of the joint 
trade agreement.

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ASSAR, pioneer of women's educationa) institu- 
tions in American and in the world, is in the 
position of asking a favor of the public after 
more than forty years. Ten of these years it 
stood alone against the criticisms and sneers 
of the world. Four members of its firet grad- 
uating class of 1867 went out into the world 

 “* Barnumized,"’ to resurrect the term. They 
were the objects of sociological speculation and wonderment, 
no les@ than subjects for the early cartoonist. “ Strong 
mindedness’* wag the term affixed to them in reproach. 
“ Death to the Home life’. was the characterization of the 
sociologist with reference to the higher education of women. 
But having made the path easy. for Wellesley, Smith, and 
Bryn Mawr, the growth of education for women has for 
Vassar to ask for endowment privileges. If on June 8 the 
associate alumne of Vassar has $200,000 in hand John D. 
Rockefeller will double the sum. In Ciicago the Vassar 
alumne of-Chicago and the west is represented by its pres- 
ident; Mrs.-A. F. Ferry, who is spokesman for the institution 
under the conditions which Vassar, as the pioneer institu- 


” tion of its kind, has brought upon itself. 


| A graduate of the class of 1872, Mrs. Ferry herself has 
felt some of the conspicuousness that once went so insep- 
arably with the remark, “ She's a college graduate.” For the 
quartet of young women who preceded her to degrees, five 
years earlier, she has had all sympathy and all appreciation. 
Flings. Made Girls Weep. 

“It was in only a general way that I felt the comment 
of the 'thmes,”’ said Mrs. Ferry. “Then it was through my 
friends; Often some one has said, ‘Why, you're a college 
womanh—what ig the matter with my sewing machine?” Or 
perhaps from another woman friend remark, ‘Mercy! 
I’m‘ afraid of you; you know too much.’ 

“I can tell you that much of this spirit on the part of 
the HéWepapers when I first entered the echoo!l found its 
mark:.an the students. I have seen girls crying from news- 
paper paragraphs or cartoons, and I was a member of a 
committee formed in the schoo! to try to lead the press away 
from such comment and lampooning. For ten years Vassar 
bore the brant.of all this alone, and most of the schools fol- 
lowing her. footsteps have been spared this penalty for a 
great idea, conceived by Matthew Vassar in 1841. 

“In school’ we were schooled to avoid the things the 
cartoonist and the critic had made real to us all. The strong

to spy upon the girls who made a retreat of the rear of the 
obeervatory grounds, replied: “‘No, my work is spying upon 
the stars.”

When President Raymond deliv- 
ered his famous baccalaureate sermon in 1871 was to hold 
up the idea of womanly women in the home. He said a good 
many things on that line, and in the following summer I 
met Miss Susan B. Anthony and Mrs. Elisabeth Cady Stan- 
ton in California.

Oddly enough, Mr. McGraw accompanied Miss Dickinson 
tothe school in 1865, He was fresh from the memories of 
some awful months fn Libby prison, and before they had 
approached the lodge gates he remarked to his fiancée, 
“ These prison walis!"" Not appreciating the function of the 
porter’s lodge, Mrs. McGraw tells how they got out of the 
carriage at the gate and walked into the grounds to receive 
a cordial greeting from Mies Lyman, and even to be shown 
her dormitory room. As they left the grounds, however, they 
were challenged by the portress, who stood arms akimbo: 
“How'd youse git in here?’ To the reply that they had 
walked in there came the retort, directed at Mr. McGraw, 
* Well, if I'd seen yer ye'd never got inter this colludge!"

The Irish girl has six remarkable traits or 
characteristics which are bred in the bone and 
brought out in the flesh. | 

She is full of that quality which, for lack 

of a better designation, can be called spirits. 

She has a marvelous bounding walk, a walk which never 
tires. 

She has an appetite of which she is not ashamed. 

Her cosmetics are dew and sun and flowers. 

In spite of exposure she never burns or tans or gets yellow. 

_ Her freckles-are of the pale, pretty sort, not the disagree- 

able deep yellow ones. | 

Her voice is fresh, and she talks all day long in a tone 
which has been called a thrill. 

And she has another trait, that of wit, which comes from 
a superabundance of animal spirits. These are the things 
which make the Irish girl not like other girls, the typical 
girl of summer.
